E B I T O R's PREFACE. 

^^ ,./^ ^ 

^TPHE followmg iliceta arc faithfully extrafted from 
' * the wclUknown and juftly celebrated work written 
by Sir William Dugdak» and publifhed in folio in the 
years 1666, l$7i, aud 1680, lit&ler the title of Origines 
Juridiciaiss, &c. Every reader, poffeffed of that valuable 
performance, will be convinced of this fad, by collating 
chapter i. to xxii. of the prefent publication, with chap- 
ter vii. and Iv. to Ixxvi. of the folio edition. 

From this hiflpry it appears, that the inni of court 
were defigned for the ^^ reception^ lodging, and educa^ 
" tion of the piofeffors and ftudents of the laws."— That 
the mn* of chancery were intended for " young men, 
** who learning the firft elements of the law, and be- 
^^ ccHning good proficients theieio, were taken into the 
" greater inns, called the Inns of Court." — ^That " the 
*' fons of gentkiaien only ftudicd the law, the vulgar forp 
" of people not being able to undergo fo great a charge.'* 
That no perfon was admitted into an inn of court " who 
^ had not been of an inn of chancery for one year."— 
That thofe who applied to be admitted ** fhould firft pre- 
*' fent themfelves pcrfonally to: the benchers, who were 
" to confidei' of their admiffion, and determine thereon 
" at the next meeting." — That " after dinner and fupper 
*' the ftudcnls and learners fat together by three and 
*' three in. a company, and one of the three put fome 
" doubtful queftion in the law to the other two, and they 
** reaibned and aa'giaed. it ;. and this was obfeived every 
** day tbrctogh the year except feftival days." — That "at 
^^ the end of every terra, examination and fearch was 
" madfijt what exercifes of learnmg had been kept the 
" fame term,, and by whom : and liksewife in the begin- 
" ning of the terms it was the cuftom to examine who 
'* kept, their feaining ia the vacation, time j and it was 

a Z, " ordered 
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«* ordered, that at dinner the junior in every mcfs fhould 
«* put a cafe, and every inan in the fame mefs in feni- 
•* ority,ftiould fpeak to it, and give his opinion thereon/' 
•—That " the perfon called to the bar was examined by 
•^ the whole bench/' — ^That the lord chancellor and the 
twelve judges lor the time being are the vifitors and fu- 
pervifors of the inns of court and chancery, and that they 
fcveral time^ ordered, that " none be admitted a member 
** who wai not a gentleman by defcent " — That barriC- 
ters ** fhoul4 not come to the bar at Weftminfter under 
*• ten years ftanding/* — ^That " fpecial regard ihould be 
" taken of fuch as ftiould be called to the bar, for that 
« learning.^' — ^I'hatno perfon fliould be called to the bar 
xmlefs he produced cettificates of his having performed 
all the r^fi/ exercifes apppinted by the houfe he was 
member of.— That " none (hould be admitted to plead 
*« at Weftminfter, or to fubfcribe any aftion, bill, or 
** plea, imlefs he was five years abarrifter, andconti- 
« nued during that time in exercife of learning ; for that 
" the over-early and hafty prafiice made them lefs 
" grounded and liifficient, whereby the law was difgraced^ 
" and the client prejudiced ;" and that there ihould not 
be called to the bar above eight in a year, •* becaufe the 
<' over-great multitude in any vocation or profeffion did 
" but bring the fame into contempt j and an excefiive 
** number of lawyers may have a farther inconvenience 
" in refpcd of multiplying needlefs fuits," &c. &c. &c. 

It was this now apparently feverc difcipline of our an- 
ceftors that produced fo many learned lawyers in the lafl 
century, fuch as Lord Verulam, Sir Edward Coke, Mr. 
S^lden, and many others, any one of whom had more 
knowledge of the hiftory and conftitutiou of England, 
and of juiifprudence * in general, than the prefent lord 
' chancellor, twelve judges, the king's counfel, &c. &c. 
Is it not therefore probable, that, with refpeft to profef- 
fional {cience and general erudition, the judges fympa- 

• juriijprudentU eft renmi dmaamm atque humanarum* fcientU; that is, JuriT- 
pradence il Uw knowledst of thincft divine and Immiim. Jiiiliiiiaii*$ laft. I i. 
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thize with the benchers, and the latter with the candi- 
dates for the bar, who are admitted counjellors at lardp, 
" without any queftions afk^d/' relative to their learn- 
ing? &c. 

When a gentleman applies for the degree of advocate 
in any univerfity of France, Spain, Italy, Germany, &c. 
he is ftridly examined in regard to his knowledge of the 
law he intends to profefs ; and if it appears that he is 
not qualified, his application is poflponed. in Scodand 
\ the candidate is remitted to his ftudies, if he i» found de- 
ficient by the faculty of advocates, who examine him in 
the Latin language : and formerly in England, no man 
was adniitted a barrifter unlefs he was a good claflic 
1 fcholar, and was poffefled of a fund of juridical know- 

\ ledge. But at this day what are the qualifications necet 

feiy for a gentleman who is a candidate for the bar ? . Is 
; he examined every term or vacation ? No. Are any in- 

i ftruilions given him by the benphers, or any other by 

their order 'relative to what he (hould read ? No. Is be 
i ^ obliged to give evidence of his having read a fingle page 

\ *^ of any law-book ? No. Does it appear that he can even 

read and write his name ? Yes. Before he is permitted 
to dine in the hall, he is obliged to execute a bond, con- 
ditioned for paying the cook, the butler, wafh-pot, and 
other officers of the houfe, their accuftomed fees and 
perquifites; and this is the only proof he is obliged to give 
of his learning. What then are his qualifications for a 
barrifter at law ? Nothing further is neceffary than to 
produce a certificate of his having dined a certain num- 
ber * of times in the hall of the inn he is a member of, 
and of his having ^rftlje cook's bills, &c. as before men- 
y tioned. But can a gentleman appear at Weltminfter as 

a counfellot at law, immediately after the ceremony of 
his being called to the bar ? Yes. lit is qualified to 
difplay the flag of P . ^ on the day following ; and he 
frequently begins his career with figning what are called

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fliam pleas, which are pleas calculated,y&^//ww abfolutely 
to deprive a cvQditoVy always to poftpone the payment of 
a jaft debt. The young barrifter may, however, I'uccecd 
in his profeflion, provided he can talk a great deal, flu- 
ently, about nothing, and he poffeflcd, in Jbme degree> 
of the hiftriouic and meretricious arts. Hence the great 
number of ignorant unpf in,cipled impoftorsi, ownfellors at 
law^ who coniipt the morals and diilurb th? peace of fo- 
cicty in England, Ireland,^nd the Plantations ; aod hence, 
perhaps, the caufe that no^ftiedual attempt was naade for 
the reformation of the law fmce the time pf Jajnes I. for 
the greater part of the pra&ifing barrifter^ ar<5 needy ad- 
ventu|:ers, cotiftaady employed in bufmefs or foUcitiiag 
to get it ; and fuch of them as are opulent, and are trained 
up in the habit of getting money for every word they 
fpeak, and eveiy aft they dq in ihatter pf law, h»ve no 
liberal, generous fentimentSy no idea of doiQg any pub- 
lic fervice withpxa money. They always fell their. genius, 
eloquence, and karning to thofe -lybo bid moft foi them. 
And from the fame fpurce of i^prance it happenied, 
that till lately tlbere were not proper clementa,ry*boQl^ 
tp put into the hands of the ftudeut3<]|f the la,Wi ^ Solittle 
accuftomed to precilion and accuracy wcne the Englifh 
law-writers, that the lail and beft of them has not given 
an adequate definition even of the word law. " Law," 
be fays, " is a rule of adion prefcribed by a fuperior pow- 
*^ er." There are three objections tp this definition. 

Firft, the word ruU is uled here in a metaphorical fenfe,. 
and therefore, according to ibme logicians, not proper 
for a definition, if it can be avoided. 

The fecond objedHon, that the word pmi^er is in .it^ 
primary fenfe a nGU^ fubitantive pf \.\xe thing \ but hgre 
h is ufed as a fubllantive of th^ per/on for ^^(m;^r/«/ intel- 
ligent being ; therefore ufed in a. metaphorical fenfe, aiid-. 
confequently not jumper for a definitiqu., 

The third pbjection is, that it is cot fufticiemly/W 
and consprehenftve^ lor two rcafpns ; i.ft, becaufe a law 
may coniift 61 ;?^^y.7m;<? as v^cll as ^^//'i^^ precepts 3 every 

-aSfioii 
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aSkn knpties mdtim: now r^as wdl as motiim^y inaSim 
as well as ^o»^ may be enjoined by a law. zdly. Sup* 
pofe a man fays, ^^ I ftudy the law ;'' that is^ according 
to the definition alluded to, I ftudy '^ a rule of a£tioa 
*• prefcribed by a fiiperior power :*' the word ruk in this 
fentence muft nave not xHily a metaphoridal, but a}fo a , 
plural fenfe ; becaufe a man ftudies not one but many rules 
of a&ion, when he fays, he ftudies the law. 

What then is a/«// aiKl eomprebmjive definition d[ the 
word law? 

Anfwer, It hath two fenfes : ift, it is a precept of 
afting or not aSing prefcribed. by a fup^rior intelligent 
being* having authority for fo doing, jdly, it ftgnifies 
a fyfteni or cdle<Siion of fuch precepts. For authority 
refpeding this fecond fenfe of the word kiw (though it is ' 
i^f-evident) the reader is referred to the Scotch law- 
writers^ particularly Macdoual's Inftitutes of the I^ws 
of Scotland, wjith Payne's notes. 

And with refpedi to the firft definition of the word law, 
now given by the writer, it may be obferved, that the 
definitioiis thereof by Cicero §, Ariftotle, Gerfon, Gro-

PREFACE. 



titW; Btfhop Sanderfon, Puffendorf, Hooker, and Suarezi, 
are inadequate for want of the negative part : Bra6i:on, 
Thomas Aquinas, and Sir EdM^ard Coke, have fucceeded 
better by inferting it f. * 

The Engliih law writers frequently begin their defini- 
tions with the words is when., which is erroneous. 
^* Abatement," fays Sir Edward Coke |, *' is when a mau 
" died feifed of an eftate of inheritance, and between 
^^ the heir an eftrang^r doth interpole himfelf and abate.'* 

The word abatement, in this acceptation of the term, 
ought to be defined thus : The entry of a man who has 
no right before the heir into lands, '&c. &c. But to re- 
turn — ^it is evident that the negleft of the judges to dq 
their duty as vifitofs of the Inns of Court and Chancery, 
has been produdtive of many evils. 

But this is not the only inftance wherein they '^ have 
^^ left undone thingB thai they o'^^;ht to have donej" for 
by feveral rules of court made by them, " attornies 
'" fhould procure tbeiiifeives to be ad liittea into fome of 
^^ the inns of Cpuit or Ghjiuceiy, and take chambers 
*^ there, or lodgings near the faidiuus, and leave notice 
*^ in writing vv itti thcbufler or porter of the ion whereof 
*^ they are admjttcd, where their loiig^ngs are,'* &c. It 
is in th^ power of the judges to i^nforcq this ^le, which 
is never done ; hence the number of vagabond attornies 
whofe pUces of abode are unknown^ &c. Attornies 
fhould likewife be examined by the judges, w^th refp^ft 
to their knoiyl^dge of the pradice of ^he court, &c. Nor 
is this ev^r dcmej becaufe a judge confiders every attorney 
lie admits ^s a new client who may bring him bufinefs, 
and therefpr(; hi« lofdfhip is nof fevere refpeding the 
attorney's knowledge, the want of which tends to increafe 
the bufinefs at the judge's chambers. So felfifh and mer-

fo good as to excufe his not fending them bpoks. But a 

particular accpunt of the knight's conduct upon this oc- 

cafioa, his partnerfhip with the Chief Juftice |j, &c. and 

his oth.Qr n^nau^/res tp get money, is preparing for the 

prefs, and will Ipeedily be publifhcd.

Parliament muft, 
however, be more eacitioGs iA thii feufiaefs than they 
have ktely been when, they increafed the falaries of the 
judges and matters in eh«ibcei?y 5 thfe confequenceof which 
is, thit neither judgies^ nor mdlbeifs now attend at cham- 
bers as regularly as they were aertiftorified to do. For- 
merly their botafes were near the innsf of court ; it is 
wher wife at prefent with rtiJpkSi i<y ittany of thdiH, For- 
merlf they thought it w^rth wMlc to atteiid at chambers * 
for the fingle fhillings th^y rtcieivtd for femmonfes, &e. 
but now they rejeft &ch triflds, to the great prejudice of 
the fukors, and deky of juftice, -^ . 

And it hftppens^ unfortunittely -for the adminlfttiation of 
juiike lA thi& ^untry,^^$fAr!he judges, mifter* in chaUr 
eery, and o*heis who have jadidAlicapaciljcs, ureintereft- 
e^ not only in the ntenber of fuits, but in the coininuance 
of every litigation ; becaufe thiy have f^jbcs j^dpetqiji- 
fiteS in the progrefs of the proceedings in every cauie. 

The reader will, perhaps, be furprizcd to hear that 
the right honourable the Chief Juftice of- the King's 
Bench, aia earl of Gre^t Brifrain-, and who, it i^ faid, has 
amaSed the* enormous fam osf two hundred thoufand 
pounds, out of the trieks * and glorious unctrtainty of the 
law, iho&ld condefeend to ^fttaeks (the vulgarity of the 
expreflion is foited to the incSgnity of the fubjeft) withhi^j 
marftial and eryer, in the* diftribution of the fee paid for 
writing the nanac of a cafife in* the marlhars lift before the 
f ml thereof. The money paid for wilting no moye than

Does he 
know that Sir Edward Coke fays. All definitions are dan-

"TT is believed by fome tHtt wc had not mmy perfons in tbis rea)ni«' 
X other t^A of the cjlergy^ wto were learned in the laws before the 
NpTOaW £anqucfj;; thoft ag'ea^ being fo illiterate, by rtafoh, of the 
feveral inroaHes ma^e upon tK'ena by tlxe barbarous northern nations, 
Krhtch neceffitaifed thie nobility ^ndficn try to exercifethenifclv.es ii|i 
martial' fe:ats. And^froin this their igrioraEce of letterf, probable it; 
ii, that tjie deciifion' bf iholl controycrfies and trials, in calcs civil 
was fp mifch by Combate^ aiid .in criminal, by fire and water ordcaL 

Arid t6 this ppiirion I am the mort incline^ in regard/ that uponr 
tlie determining of that gre^t cofftroverile which was betwixt Lan*

there many other in thofe daycs, asn^ay feein froHn the woikls of tlikt

gy, for pradtifing publickly in that kind (which 1 have yet obferved) 
being about the beginning of king Henry the third's reign ; where 
Rlchand Poor, then bifhop of Saiifbury, amongft other hii ecclefiafti* 
cal conflitutions, made in the year 1217 (2 Hen. Ill:) under the title 
of that Je bow Pacts, hath ihcfe words — (^) Nee advocaii fint clcr'tci 
vtl Sacerdotea in fcrb ficulari^ nifi vtlpropfias caufas^ vel mi/irabUium pif" 
Jlnarum pro/'equantur. > 

But though the clergy were thus reflrained, as to their pleading 
in lecular courts,' there was not the like reflridtion of ecclefiaflical 
perfons for fitting as judges in ihofe tribunals: for, from that (^^ 
very time, of the canons in one cathedral (viz. St Paul's in London) 
I find (bcfides fome that were lords chancellours of England, keepers 
of the great feal, or lords tieaf irers, as my chronologick tables will 
ftifficitntly manilef)) thefe ieveral perfons here named, who were juf^ 
ticcs in fome cf the courts at Weftniinflerv or itinerant, before the 
fixth year of king £dward the fir it's reign (which is not above fixty 
years time) viz.

Hush de Bocland, juflice of England, in king Henrythe firfl's time. 

Godfrey de Luci, one of the judges in king Henry the fecond's time. 

John Comyn, a juflice itinerant in the^ame king's time. 

Thomas de Huffeburne, a judge in 9 Rich L 

Euflace de Fauconberge, in 3 John. 

And Henry de Northampton, in 4 John. 

As appeareth by an antient manufcript, written foon after the 
beginning of king Edward the fir& s time, and now in the cuHodf 
of the dean and chapter of Paul's.

^ett/ed places for Sfudenis of the Law^ called Innei of Cmrt 
and Chanciry. 

THAT the learned in our law* were anticntlj perfons in holy or* 
dtr8, is out of all queflion, if what I have inftanccd in the pre- 
ceding chapter be well confidercd; as alfo that divers jullices of the 
king's courts, and ihoi^ called itinerant, were biihops, abbots, deans, 
canons in cathedral churches^ archdeacons, and the like, as in my 
chronologick tables may evidently be fecn : but after theitatutc (a) of 
magna charta, whereby king Henry the third appointed, that 
communia placita non Jequantur curiam^ Jed teneantur in aliquo certu locOf 
'tis not to be doubted, but that as well the iludents in the Jaw, as 
the peculiar miniftcrs of each couft, being at a better certainty how 
and where to exercife ihemfelves, began 10 fix and fettle in certain 
places and flations moft proper for their ftudies, conference, and 
practice ; which, that they mijihl the more regularly do, king Ed- 
ward the firft, in the 20th of his reign, (h) Injunxit Jokanni d$ 

Mttingham^ l^jociisjuis (faith ^he record) fuodipjs, per ecrum di/cnti" 
OftfSf provideant & ord^ntnt c$rtum numerum de atturnutis i^ appnnticm^ 
de quclibet comhatu d4 melioribus & ItgalUribuSy & lihentius addycentibus^ 

fecund am quod inuUexerintt quod cur'nzfudt ^ p.pulo de regno melius 'UAhre 
poterit^ ^ majus conimodumjuerit : ct^ qwd ipfu quos adhu thgerinty curiam 
Jequantur y £^ // de negotiis in eadem curia intromit t ant ^ c5 ulii non.

his court, andtran/aSI the affairs therein \ ihefaid king and his council then 
deeming the number ojj'even Jcore to be /uj^cientfr that imployment \ but 
it was left to the dijcretion of the f aid juft ices to add to that number ^ or 
diminijht as they Jhouldjie jit. 

So that foon afterwards, though we have no menoorial of the di- 
redl time, or abfolute certainty of the placei, wc may fafely coiiclude 
that they fctled in certain hollells or inns, which were thenceforth ^ 
called Inns bf Court {^a) \ bccaufe the ftudtnts in them did there not 
onlylludy the laws, but ufe fuch other cxcrclfcs as mij^ht make ihcm 
the more ferviceablc to the krng's court, as. Sir John I'or^lcue in

to Jcrvi the courts of juflke^ and projit their orMntry\ hat -did further Jearn 

' U dmcty tiffingy to piny on irtftrummts on the f trial duys^ and tf^ftvdy di*ci- 
nityontheJeflival\ ufing fuch exerdjes as thy did who were brought up 
in the king's court. So that thefe; hoitclis being nurferies or fenoinaries 
of the court, taking their denomination of the end wherefore the/ 

' t^crc'fo inftituted, were called therefore (he Innts of Court. But 
their regtfters being loft, or by fonie unhappy accidents perilhed, I 
have not feed any thing to point out the .certainty of their ictling in 
thefe hofteils till king Edward the third's time ; ^tv\ then the firft 
that hath come to my view was a dehiife (jb) from the lady Clifford 
of that houfe near FJeet-ftreet, called Cliiford's-Inn fnow one of the 
innei of chancery) Apprenticiis de Banco \ which, as I take it, is meant 
to the lawyers belonging to the court of common pleas. For that 
there were then Aich Innes and hollels, will appear by thr« farther 
teflimony, viz. that in 20 Edw. HI. fn a quodei dcforciaty to an excep- 

. tion taken, it was anfwered by Sir Richard de Wiloiighby (then a 
learned iuitice of the comifion pleas) and William Skipwith (after- 
mrards ano one of the juHices of that court) that the fame was no ex- 
ception in that court, although they had often heard the fame ibr an 
exception amongft the apprentices in hollells or inns. 

There is a tradition, that in times pait^ there wa? one inne of 
court at Dowgate, called Johnfon's-inn ; another in Fewtcr-lane, 
and another in Pater-noller-row ; which ialt they would prove, 
becaufe it was next to St. Paul's church, where each lawyer and fer- 
jeant at his pillar heard his client's cauie, and took notes thereof 
t]pon his knee, as they (to in Guildhall at this day : and, that after 
the fcrjeants feaft ended, they do iliil go to Paul's in their habits, arid 
there chooie their pillar, whereat to hear their cljenl's caufe (if any 
tOme) in memory of that old cufto'me. But, if we may rely upon the 
teftimony of Sir John Fortefcuc, this tradition will prove but a mere 
conceit; for he tells (a) us that the innes of court and chancery were 
then (as they are now), placed out of the city and tioiie thereof^in the 
fuburbs of London— —i>V/«<i/ftr etiamftudium iUud {^xth, ht) inter locum 
eurtarumiUartm, & eivitateni Londini: and a little after — nee in dwtat§ 
illa^ M confiuintium iuthU fludintiufh quietem perturltare pojfk^ Jkum tftftw 
dhcm iftud\ Jed feorfim parumper^ in civitatis ilU»s fuhurhio^ ^ propriis 
curiispradi^is; utadtas^ ftm faiigaiionis incommodo^ ftudentes indies^ ad 
libitum accedere valeant, 

Thii great and famous lawyer wks chief juftice of the king's- bench 
in king Henry the iixth's time, in whofe days thefe hoilels dourilhed 

I very much; for there were then belonging to the lawyers univerfity, 
Ikith he (^), four innes of court (which are the fame now extant) each 
containing two-hundred perfons ; and ten innes of chancery, and in 
^ach of tSem due hundred perfons (which are more than at this day;

our (/) hillorians A^oitt this time was an ordinance andftatute maJcy 

that the Jerjeants and prentyfes at law fhould plead their pleas in their 
mother tongue^ &c. 

CHAP. III. 

Innes of Chancery. 

THESE were fo called, ^s juftice Fortefcuc, in the fame book 
faiih, \a) ^ia Jludentis in illisy pro ecrum parte majort jwvenis 
Junty &c. becau/e thejtudeiits in theth are^ for the. greater party young 
men, learning the frft elements of tlyelawy and hcco7ning good profcienis 
therein^ as thy grow up., ' are taken into the greater hoftelsy which are eallcd 
the innes of court. 

Now, that thefe hoftels did then confift of fuch young men is ap- 
parent enough from the teitimony of the fame Fortefcue: but the 
rcafon why they were called Innes of Chancery feeiiieiJi to have been 
ifrom another ground, viz. btcaufe they wcie antienily Hofpicia for 
the ckrks of the chancery. , And if that inne of chancery, iituate 
TicaVSt. Andicw's church, in Holburne, noW callied Davies, or Tha- 
vies-inne, be the fame which is mentioned in the/«^ rolle of it Edw. 
III. (as fome judicious peribns do think it is) confidefing the little 
difference betwixt Travers and'Thavyc in pronunciation, it will then 
be out of doubt: of which record, to the end thecleerer judgment 
inaV be givcn» I have hcie i'nferted a^true copy. • ^ ^ •

And that out of ihefe, atter eight years Itudy, or thereabouts,

I Thit, out of utter- barrifters, after they have been of that degree 

A twelve years at leaft, are chofen benchers or ancients; oi which one 

I that is of the puifne fort reades yearly in fummer vacation ; and one 

of the antients that hath formerly read, reades In lent vacation, and 

I is called a double reader ; it being commonly betwixt his iirii and 

fecond reading, about nine or ten years ; out of which double read* 
ers, the king makes choice of. his attorney and folicttor-general ; 
his attorney of the court of wards anc^ liveries, and his attorney of 
the dutchy. And of thefe readers are ferjeants ele^ed by the king; 
and out of them the king ' eledleth two or three, as he plealeth, 
to be his lerjeants ; and out of them are the judges chofen. 

Havinfi[ iaid thus much in general, touching the antiquity of our 
hoitells for ftudeuXs of the laws, I come to (he particular houfes of 

[ thefe focieties.

EFORE I go on to fpcak of this place as an inne of court, I (hall 
take leave to fay fomethinj; by way of preface, for difcovery of 
what it was before; and fo conicqucntly how it hath this name, which 
nothing relates to the ufe it is now put to, viz. a manfion for ifec 
iUidents of the law. 

About the beginning of king Henry the fecond's reign, the knights

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Thzt Aey thus letled thcmfelyes here about that tittie, is evideiif 
from the date of the church its dedication, which was in «npo ' i^Ss* 
tts by an old infcription jet to be feen over the dore t^rcbf is mar 
aifeft. But the order*of templark beiiig throughout all Chriftendom 
fuppreft about the beginning of king Edward the fecolid's reignt 
and their poffeffidns here in England coming thereupon to the crown,

But notwithAanding this fpoil by the rebells, thofis ftudents £b» 
fencreafed here, that at length they divided chcmfelves in two bodies ; 
the one commonly known by tlie fociety of the Inner-Temple, and 
the other of the Middle-Temple, holding this manfion, as tenants 
to the laid hofpitalers, till tbcir diffolutk>n in 50 I)en. VIII. and 
nfterwards from the crown, by leaft, till thelixth year of king James, 
that they had a grant (c^ thereof by letters patents, braring date at 
^ Weftminiler on the I3tn of Av^uft^ by the name of hqfpicia & capi- 

ialia m^Jfitagia cognita per mmen deh Jnn0f'Ttfmfle^ & le MiddU-TcmfU^ 
Ave no^i Templu London, unto &'r Julius Caci&r,k nighty then ehancel- 
•lour and 'under- treafurer of the laid kind's exchequer ; Sir Henry 
Montagu, knighl, then recorder of ,the city of London ; William 
Towfe, and Kichard Dailon, eifquierc, then xreafurers of the faid 
innes of court ; Sir John Boyfe, knight, Andrew Giey, Thomas 
Farmer, Raphe Kadcliffe, and divers others, efquiers, and then ben- 
chers of thefe houfes ; to have and to hold the iam^ manfions, with 
the gardens, &c. and appurtenances, to the faid Sii^^ Julius Caeiar, 
Sir Henry Montagu, ana the reli above- mentioned, their heirs ami 
^ffignes K>r ever, ior lodgings, recef>tion, and education of the proief- 
fors and iludents of the laws of this realm : yielding and |>aying to 
the faid king, his heirs and fuccefTors, at the receipt of his exche- 
quer, viz. tor the manfion Called the Inner-Temple, the fitirim of 
^ ten pounds yeaily; and for the Middle-Temple' ten pounds ;^earl^ 

klfo, at the feaits of St. Michael the archangel, and the annunciatjo'^ 
of our Lady, by equal portions. . '■ 

As to what elie is moft memorable of thele fbcietiei, either touch- 
ing tlieir building, orders for government, and advancement of learn- 
ing or otherwife, I have here added it from the latter end of king 
Ilenry the fevcuth's reign, their >egifiers, whence I have had my chief 
jight therein, beginning about that time.

OF thefe t^e church is the moil antient and beautiful!, having; 
been built by the Knights Templars in king Henrj the fe- 




infcri'ption over ihc entrance thereto from the cloyllers plainly Ihew- 
ech. But the hall is a much later itrudture, as tnky fcem by t^e form 
of the windows, which J fuppofe to be a bout king Edward the 
third's time. ■ ' 

Of the reft, as I find them recorded in the regifters of this 
houfe, I ihall in their order take notice. 

1 he^wail betwixt the Thamt* s and the garden wasbegun in 16 Hen. 
"VIII. Mr. John Packinton (afterwards lerjeant at law) and Mr. Rice 
being appointed overfeers (p) of the work, I'his Mr. Packjngton, 
was treaiurer here, in ap Hen. VIll. and cauTed the hall to be feelcd. 
He alio built divers chambers between the library and Barington's 
Kents; and gave ten pdlinds to the treafury (^) ; for which refped it 
was ordered by the focicty 5 Febr. 25 Hen. VIII. that thole new 
chambers ihould be thenceforth called Packinton's Rents. ' The lodg- 
ings in that court, now known by the name of Tanfeild Court (by 
reafon of Sir Laurence Tanfeild chief baron's reiidence there) werfe 
firft eredled (r) by Henry Bradihaw, t|-eafurer, in 26 Hen, VIII. 
whence they were long aftercalled Bradlhaw's Rents. 

In I Mariae the kitch n was new (sybuilt, every knight and double 
reader being taxed ^t 10s. towards the charge thereof; every lingle 
reader and bencfher at 6s. 8d. and .e?ery utter* barrifter, and other of 
this fociety, at 3s. 4d. 

In 2 Elis. were tbofe buildings railed (/) near the Alienation Office 
9nd called Fuller's Rents, by an order of the fociety 22 Nov. ^ Eliz. 
by reafon that John Fuller was then treafurer. " 

In 16 Eliz. the great carved ikreen iif the hall was (//) made, 
Thomas Bromley, then foUipitor to the queen, being treafurer. And 
in 18 Eliz. thofe buildings paled about, that, flood near to the Ali- 
enation Office {commonly called the Black Buildings) were erected 
by Mr. .Bonham^ Mr. Bourchier, and Mr. Williams ; which build- 
ings were puU'd do\yn for enlargement of the walkes in an. 1663. 

In 19 liiiz« the Alienation Office was b^uilt (jc), by the appointment 
.of Robert Dudley then Earl of Lcicefter. 

In 23 Eliz. thofe lodgings in the Middle-Temple Jiane, ealled 
Crompton's Builaings (in part whereof the Prothonotaries Office of 
the Common Pleas is kept) were crefted (jf) by/THom^s Crompton, 
enquire, a member of this ibciety. ' ^ ^ 

In 31 Eliz. two fides of the garden were inclofed («) with a brick

In 3S Eliz. thei-e were divers lodgings of rough-calt work, built (a) 
betwixt the church and the ha}l, pn the eait part of that court ; to- 
^'ards the charge ^hereof Sir Julius Caeiar, kpight (then mailer of the 
rolls) gave 300I. in confideration whereof he had power to admit 
any gentleman into the iociety during his life : which buildings axe 
ftill called Caefar's Buildings. 

In 6 Japobi, thofe lodgings palled the Paper Buildings, eaftwards 
from the garden, containing 88 foot in length, and 20 foot in breadth 
(bein^ four Itories ^igh) were begun {k) by Mr/Edward Hay ward, 
aiiii loaie others. ■ • , ^ 

In 8 Jac. JohnBenet, efquirf;, then one of his majefly's ferjcants at 
arms, built (c) the gate, called the Inner-Temple Gate. 

In 15 Jac. or ihortiy after, the brick buildings, (df) in the Inner- 
Temple Lane, where the butlers chambers are, together with thofe 
near KamAlley ; as a}ib the great Ivick buildings, wherein the King V 
bench Office is kept; and apother brick building {e) in l^i^rtre^ 
couW, were erefted. Sir Thomas jCgv^ntre, knight, then the king's 
foUicitor general, being ^reafurer. 

In ig Jap. the bridge and iiayrs to the Thames were (^^made. 

In 4 Caroli primi the gieat^ brick buildings over againfi thegar- 
dea ; as alfo a new kitcjiin, together with the ftayrcafc'to that dorc

Orders for good Government and Advanaeimnt ^f Learning. 

IN 3&4 Fh &M. (23 Mail) there Was an order (w) made, that 
thenceforth ^no attorney or common follicitor ftiouid be admitted 
into this hoiife without the aflcnt and agreement cf their parliament. 
And in 5 Eliz.* (i^Nov.) it was alfo brdercdj that («) noifie ihould 
thenceforth be admitted of this fcllowlhip and company, but he that 
ffiould payfor his admittance, to the ufe of the houfe and company,

And 
in 42 Eliz. it was alfo ordered (y) that fpecial regard ihould be taken 
of fuch as ib^ll be called to the barr and bench, for their learning.

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further ordered (tf), that all the gCBtlemen fellows of this fociety 
ihould repair to the church and hear divine fctvice and fermons, at 
the tifual days and times, unlefs hihdred by iiclcnefs or fome othef 
realbnable caufc ; and that they receive the communion therein once 
at the leaft in every year. 

In ^8 Hen. VIIL (30 Mail) there was an order (fl made, that the 
gentlemen of this company Ifaould reform *themleives in their cut 
or difgqifed apparel, and not to have long beards ; and that the 
treafurer of this fociety ihould confer With the other treafurers 
of court for an uniform reformation, and to know the juflices opiniott 
therein, and thereupon to perform the fame : whereupon in their 
parliament held 5 Maii, i & 2 Ph. & M. there was a decree (r) made, 
that no fellow of this houfe ihould wear his beard above three weeks^ 
growth upon pain of 20 s. forfeiture. 

And for their better regulation in apparel it was ordered (</) in 36 
Kliz. (fd Junii) that if any fellow in commons, 0r lying in the houle« 
did wear either hat or cloak in the Temple church, hall, buttrr, 
kitchin, or at the buttry-barr, drefler» or in the gaiden, he ihould 
forfeit for every fuch offence 6s. Zd. <ind in ^2 Eli*. (8 Feb.) that (#) 
they go not in cloaks, hatts, bootes and Ipuirs into the city but 
when they ride out of the town. 

80 alfo in (f) 38 £li2. (20 Dec.) that no fellow of this houfe ihould 
come into the hall With any weapons, except his dagger, or his knifl:, 
upon pain of forfeiting the fumm of five pounds. 

In 3 TstcJ (to Mali) it was. ordered (jj) that if any then, or thence- 
forth of this fociety, tiiould be called to the bench, at that time being, 
or that thereaft^ ihould be a knight, that notwithftanding iiich hit 
dignity of knighthood he ihould take place at the bench table, 
according to his auncienty in the houfe, and no otherwifjie- 

In 8 jac. (10 Junii) there Was an order (A) made, that Thomas 
Caefar, then one of the benchers of this houie, notwithilanding an 
aft made 7 Junii 5 Jac. vis. that none xuhojhould thencffortk b$ called to 
tJu benck^ that hoi not nad^ Jhould take place of any reader^ or kMvB 
voice in parliaffunt ; having hot read, but fined for not reading, and 
then called to be puifne baron of the Exchequer; (hould have his place 
at the bench table, the faid order notwithilanding. Alfo at the 
parliament held upon the 6th of November next following, there 
was an ordiet (f) made, that John Soihcrtoh, one of the barons of 
the Exchequer, being called to the bench, fhould h^ve his place at 
the bench table above all the readers, in fuch fort as Sir Thomas 
Caeiar, knight, late puifne baron of Exchequei* hiid. 

And in the £ime year it was likewife ordered (/&) (to Maii) that 
the ikid Thomas Caefar, then being the puifne baron ot the Exchequer 
(commonly called the Baron Curfitor) Ihould not be attended to 
Weftminflcr by any but the officers of the Exchequer; forifmuch as

In 13 Hen. VIII. in their parliament held 17 Juliii it Was ordered 
(/), that none of the fociety ihould, withiii this houfe, cxeicifc the 
play of ihoiFe-grotc or flip-grotc upon pain of 65. 8^. 

And in Febr. 8 jac. that («) for future prevention ofdiforder 
and fciirriliiy, no more plays fhould be in this houfe upon the fcaft 
of All Saints, or Candlemafs-day : but, this order was repealed the 4th 
of November following. 

And for keeping good rule In Chriftmifs time, thefe following 
orders (») were made 7 Nov. 7 Car. primi. 

I. That Chriftmafs commons fhould continue by the fpace of three 
weeks only, and no longer, according to the antient ufagc and 
cuftom of this houfe. 

a. That every week there bfc three ftewards chofen for that week, 
according to the old order of Chriftmafs, and the innovation of 
treafurers to be aboliftit. 

3. That every one of thofe fleward? be chofen of fuch of the 

fentlemen under the bar, as have chambers in the houfe, who may 
c refronfal for the moneys they receive. 

4. That the gentlemen who Ihall be flcwards* fhall pay the baker, 
brewer, chandler, and all officers that /nail ferve the houfe with 
the necelTary provil^ons durin-; the lime of Chriftmafs. 

5. That no ftranger ; nor any of this fociety, that had riot been. 
in the ordinary commons of this houfe within two years then paft, 
or ftood put Mxtra^ per mand^tum ; or ne recipiatur^ ihould be admit- 
ted to take any repaft, or to be in cpmmons in the time of Chrift- 
mafs, or to be prefent at any of the parliaments.^ 

6. That there be no allowance of wine, but only one pottle to 
the Reward's mefs, according to the abtient ufage of Chriftmafs. 

7. That there be ao drinking of healths; nor any wine or tobac- 
co uttered or fold within the houfe. 

S. That there fhall not be any knocking with boxes, or calling 
aloud for gamefters. 

9. That no play be continued within the houfe upon any Saturday 
Bight ; 9r upon Chriftmafs eve at night, after twelve of the clock. 

Id; That there be not any going abroad out of the circuit of this 
Houfe, or without any of the gates, by any lord or other gentleman, 
to break open any houfe or chamber; or take any thing in the name 
of rent, or a diftrefs. 

II. That, for preventing of guarrells within the houfe, and that ge- 
neral fcandal and obloquie which the houfe hath heretofore incurred 
in the time of Chriftmafs, there fhall no gentleman of this houfe fide 
with any perfon, whatfoever, that fhall offer to difturb the peace and 
quiet of tne houfe; but fhall indeavour to punifh them, ;<ccordin» 
to the old cuftx)me of the houfe : and that no ftrangers be fuffred to

Nor is it to be forgotten, that upon the i6th day of November, in .

VI) having endeavoured to take away Ly- 
on's Inne (an inne of chancery) fram this houfe, whereunto it had 
antiently belonged ; as alfo that the two chief juiiices (viz. Sir Ro- 
bert Catlyn and Sir James Dyer) had abetted that their attempt ; 
and that through earnelt intercefHon to the Queen, by the lord Ro- 
bert Dudley (afterwards carl of Leicefter) there was a flop made 
therein, did order (J) and enaA, that no perfon or peribns of this 
feciety, that then were, or thereafter fhould be, (hould be reuined 
of couBcell againft him the iaid lord Robert, or his heirs: and that 
the arms of the faid lord Robert ihould he fet up and placed in fome 
convenient place in their hail, as a continual monument of that his 
lordihip's favour, to them.

The mighty Pa- 
laphilos, prince of Sophie, high condabU mar&tU of the Kn^hts 
Templars, patron of the honourable oriier of Pegafus; and therewith 
eryeth a largejs. The prince, prayfing the herehaught, bountifully rewarded 
him with a chain to the value of an hundred talents*

Jo orderly handled appMaining to fervice \ wherejere i ceafe and return to 
mypurpoje. 

The /upper enied a^nd tables taken up, the h^gh conf table ro/e^ and a whik^ 
ftood under the place of honour, where his atcnievement was beautifully em- 
broidered^ and.advijed of Jundry matters with the ambajjadors of foreigft^ 
nations^ as he thought good, till Palaphilos king of armes came in^ his here^ 
haught mar/hall, and ptirfivant btfore hirn ; and after Jollmved his mejfen- 
ger andcaligate knight \ .who putting of his coronal, made his humble obey^^- 
Jance to the frince, by whom he was commanded to draw neer andunder^ 
fiand his pteajure ; Jaying to him in few words U> this ejfe6i \ Palaphilos*. 
ieeing i^ hath- pleated the high Pallas to think me to demerit the 
office of this place ; and thereto this night pail vouchfafed to defcend^ 
from heavens to increai« my farther honoup, by creating m« knight 
of the order of Fegafiis ;. as alio commanded me to join in the fame 
fociety fuch valiant gentlemen throughout ker province, whofe liv-* 
ing honour hath belt def«rved the fame, the choice whereof moft apt- 
ly belongeth to your flcill, being the\vd4chinan of their doings and re- 
gifter of their deferts ; I will ye choofe as well throughout our whole' 
armyes, as elfewhcre, of fuch fpecial gentlemen, as the godshathr. 
appointed, the number of 24, and the names of them prefent us:

other tables in like fort.

' St. Stephen's day, and New year's day from breakfaft time ended, 

1 until after fupper. Upon the banquetting night it was removed in- 

to- the buttery; which in all refpefts was very laudably performed. 
! The office of the conAable marfhal to provide for his employ- 

I ment, a fair gilt compleat barneys, with a neft of fethers in the 

htlm ; a fair pole-ax to bear in his hand, to be chevalronlly ordered 
on Chriftmas day and other days, as afterwards is Ihewed: touch 
ing the ordering and fettling of all which ceremonies, during the faid 
grand Chriftmas, a fblemn confultation was held at their parliament 
! in this houfci in form following:

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If Ae fteward, or any of the faid officers named in Tnnjty Term» 
refule or fail, he or they were fined every one, at the diicrction ot 
the Bench; and the officers aforenamed agreed upon. Ar»d at fuch a* 
parliament, if it be fully refolved to proceed with fuch a grand 
Chrifimas, then the two yongeft but lew mull li^ht two torthes^ and 
";o before the bench to the upper end cf the hall ; V7h(> being fet 
[own, the antienteft bencher deliveieih a fpeech, briefly, to the 
whole fociety of the gentlemen then prefent, touching their conftnt 
as afore : which ended, the eldell butler is to pubfilh all the officers 
names appointed in pailiament; and then, in token of joy and good 
liking, tne ^bench and company pafs beneath the hartlC and ling a 
Carroll, and fo to boyer. 

Christmas Evb. 

The marihall at dinner is to . place at the highell tables end, and 
next to the library, all on one f;de thereof, the moft antieni perfons 
in the company prefent; the dean of the chappel next to hiih; 
then an antient, or bencher beneath him. At the other end of the 
table, the fewer, cupbearer, and carvef. At the upper end of the 
bench- table the Icing's ferjeant and chief butler : and when the Rew- 
ard hath ferved in, and fet on the table the firil mtfit, then he is alfo 
to fit down. 

Alfo at the upper end of the other table, on the other fide of 
the hall, are to be placed the three mailers of the revels : and at the 
lower end of the bench table are to fit the king's attorney, the ranger 
of the foreft, and the mafter of the game. And at the lower end of 
the table on the other fide of the hall, the fourth mailer of the re- 
vels, the commoh ierjeant» and conllable-marihal. Aiid at the upper 
cndpf the utter- barriilers table, the marfhal fitteth, when he luth 
ferved in the fiift mefs : the clerk of the kitchen alfo,* and the clerk 
of the fowce-tub, when they have done their offices in the kitchen, fit 
down. And at the upper end of the clerk's table, the lieutenant 
of the Tower and the attendant to the buttery arc placed. 

At thele two tables laft reherfed, the perfons there may fit upon 
both fides of the table ; but of the other three tables, all are to fit 
upon one fide. And then the butlers or Chrifimafs fervants are firfi to 
cover the tables with fair linnen table-cloths; and furniih them with 
ialt-cellers, nankins, and trenchers, and* a iUver fpoon. And then 
the butlers of the houfe muft place at the ialt celler, at every faid 
firft three higheft ubles« a flock of trenchers, and bread ; and at 
the other tables, bread onely without trenchers. 

At the firfl courfe the minflrels mufl found their inftruments, and 
go before ; and the ileward and marfhal are next to follow together ; 
and after them the gentleman fewer ; and then cometh the meat. 
Thofe three officers are to make altogether three fblempn curte- 
fies, at thr«e feveral times, between the ikreen and the upper tab'e ;

of the mailer of the gain«. The high conftablc-raarlhall ; then the 
iieutcnaat of the Towejr; then the uttcr-barrifter» table; and laftly 
the clerks table : all which time the mulick muft ftand right above 
the harth fide, with the noife of fhcir mulick ; their faces dircA to- 
wai^s the highcft table % and t^t done, to return into the buttry, 
with their mufick founding. 

At the fecond courfe every tahlc is to be fjcTvtd asat the firft courfc, 
m every refped -, which performed, the feryitors and muficians are to 
refort to the place affigned for thenrr to di^c at t which is the valefts 
or yeomans table, beneath the (krccn, Piijner ended the muficians 
prepare to fing a fong at the highelt table ; which ceremony accom- 
P*i^cd, then the officers are to addrefs themfclyes every one in their 
oil^ce, to avoid the tables in fair and dec.ent manner, they beginning 
at the clerks table ; thence proceed to the nex^ ; and thence to au 
the others,, ijll the higheft table, be foiempnly avoided. 

Then, after a little repofc, the pcrfons at the higheft table arifc, 
and prepare to revels ; irf which time, the butlers and other fcrvitors 
with them, are to dine in the library 

At both the doors in the hall are porters to view the comers 
m and out at meal tim^s; to each pf them is allowed a caft of 
bread, and a candle nightly after fupper- 

At night before fupper arc revels and dancing ; and fo alfo after 
fupper, during the twelve dai/es of Ghrillmais. The antientcft 
niafter of the revels is after dinner and fupper to fing a caroU or 
fong, and command other gentlemen then there prefent to fing with 
him and the company, and fo it is very decently per£brm.cd

Christmas Day.- 

Service in the church ended, the gentlemen prefently repair into 
tjjkc hall to brcakfait with brawn, muftard, and malmf^y. 

At dinner, the butler appointed for the grand Chriftmas is to lee 
the tabljcs covered and furnifhcd ; and the ordinary butlers of the 
noufe are decently to let bread, napkins, and trenchers in good form 
at every table, with fpoones and knives. 

At the firft courfe is ferved in a fair and large borc'shead upon 
a fiivcr platter, with minfiralfye. Two gentlemen in gownes are to 
attend at fupper, and to bear two fair- torches of wax, next be- 
fore the muficians and trumpetters, and ftand above the fire with 
the mufick, uU the firft courie be ferved in, through the hail; which 

?erformed, they with tjic mufick are to return into jhc buttery,

At fervice time this evening, the two youngeft butlers arc to bear 
two torches in the genealpgia. A repatt at dinner is 12 d. which 
ftrangcrs of worth arc ^drpjtted to take ii^ the hall; #nd fuch arc to 
he placed at the difcrctiof^ of the matfiialL

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St. Stxphxv's Day. 

The butler appointed for GhF]fimafs^ is to fee the tablet covered, 
and furjii&ed with falt-fellers, napkiasf bread, trencher^, and fpoons. 
Young gentlemen of the houfeare to attend and fcrvc till the latter 
dinner, and then dine thenniclves. 

This da/ the fewer, carver, and cup-bearer, are to fcrve as afore. 
After the iirlt courfe fervcd in, the «onftable-marlhall comcth in- 
to the hall, arrayed with a fair, ricl^, compleat harneys, white aiid 
bright, and gilt, with a neft of fethers of all colours upon his crelt 
or helm, and a gilt pole-axe in his hand : to whom is aifociate the 
lieutenant of the Tower, armed with a fait whito armour, a nefl of 
fethers iii his helm, and a like pole-axe in his hand*, and with them 
iixteen trumpetters, four drums and fifes, going in rank before them . 
and with them attendeth four men in white harneys, from the middle 
upwards, and halberds in their hands, bearing on their Jhoulders the 
Slower : which perfons, with the drums, trumpets, and mufick go 
three times about the fire. Then the conftable-marihall, after two 
or three curtcfies made, kneeleth down before the lord chancellor, 
behind him the lieutenant ; and they kneeling, the conHable-ma^i^l 
pronounceth an oration of a quarter of an hour's length, thereby, 
declaring the purpofe of his coming, and that his.purpofe i^ to 
be admitted into his lordfhip's fcrvice. 

I The lord chancellor faith, He will take farther advice therein. 
-■ Then the conflable-marihal ilanding up, in fubmif&ve manner 
delivereth his naked fword to the flcwaid, who giveth it to the lord 
ckanaellour ; and thereupon the lord chancellor willeth the marfhall' 
to place the conftable-marfhall in his feat ; and fo he doth, with the 
lieutenant alfo in his feat or place. During this ceremony the Tow^r 
is placed beneath the fire. 

Then cometh in the mafler of the game, apparelled in green 
velvet, and the ranger of the forefl alfo, in a green fuit of fatten, 
bearing in his hand a green bow and divers arroWs, with either of 
them a hunting horn about their necks; blowing together three ^ 
blafls of venary, they pace round about the fire three times* Then 
the mailer of the game makcth three curtfies, as aforefaid ; and de- 
fiicth to be admitted into his fervice, &c. All this time therange^f 
of the forefl flandcth diredtly behind him. Then the maflfer of the 
game Handcth up. 

This ceremony alfo performed, a huntfinan comcth into the hs^ll, 
vrhh a fox and a puifenct ; w:th a cat, both bound at the end of a 
ItafF; and with them nine or ten couple of hounds\ with the blowing 
of hunting-homes. And the ff>x and cat are by the hounds fet upon, 
and killed beneath the fue. This fport finifhed the marfhall pla- 
ceth them in their fevcral a])poiiited places. 

Then proceedeih the Itcond courfe ; which done, and fcrved 
out, the common fcrjcant deliveieth a plaufible fpetch to the 
lord chanc<»llour and his company, at the highelt table, how necef- 
sbry a thing it is to have oiEcei s at this prefcnt ; the conilable-mar- 
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-Ihall, and mailer of the game, for the better honor and reputation 
of the common-wealth -, and wilheth them to be received, &c.

When the clerks commons exercife in tlie y^c^ttion begjnnethi the 
abbot, or arftiejiteil of thcm^'comes up to the bkrr table at the end 
of dinner, and acquainteth them, that the gentlemen of the clerk* 
commons have. a cafe to put their maHerfiiips *, and after, during the 
whole excrciie of that vacation , upon Monday, Wedneiday, and 
Friday, therp are clerks common cafes to be argued. , T*he gentfeman 
that is t6 bring it in, as foon^as 'the tables in the hall be covered, and 
falt-cellers fet upon the cleiks commons table,* and that the horn 
hath blown' to dinner, he thAt is to put the cafe laycth a cafe,, ^ii: 
written in paper, upon the fait, giving thereby notice of the cafe to 
be argued after dinner; which c^fe ib la;d upon the fait, if any one

The time before any one ought to be called to the barr, by the an- 
tient orders of the houfe, was heretofore eight years, but now redu- 
ced to feaven.

For a vacation excrcife, the firll moote, and the laft tender of th'« 
moote in that vacation in the^ibrary, is always upon one argumeiitafa|le 
"^€|uere : and all the refidue of ihe cxercifc of vacations in the library 
is to beupoA two argumen table points ; and bcfidcs, the p4tiihe bar* 
riiler^'^fter the cafe brought in* r€;peates the pleading verbatinu and 
takes asnianyticcejptions to the iciu&cicncy of th^ pleading, as h^ 
can ; andall this ex tempore. * . 

The fecoiid bamjiler anfwersthofe exceptions t^ken by the firft; 
and takes as many more exceptions as he can ; and thea ai^ues the 
points in law contraiy to the firfl barrifter*s argument. 

The third barrifter is to repeat.all the exceptions Uik en by botli 
the puifne barrifters ; and thofe which he conceives to be good in 
law, h^ allows ; and diffallows of the contrary. Then, if he finde 
any-more exceptions than were formerly moved, he fhews thofe ex- 
ceptions, and then argues the points in law, as he takes the law to 
be in his own opinion. Immediately after the argument ended in 
the library, as atbre, the barriflers repair to their table in the hall, 
and fit there aecordiiig CO their antiquity; to whom the inner barr« 
and thofe that brougl»t in the cafe, refort ; and. there, the moft ma* 
terial exceptions fpoken of in the library, are again touch't : and if 
any material exceptions were admitted by the barriflers into the li- 
brary, then it may be moved there ; and there the gentleman that 
brought in the cafe may make anfwer to the exceptions that were 
taken, and maintain the pleading to be good in law, notwithftanding 
thofe exceptions, if he can. 

The utter barrifter vacationers have the rule, ordering, and govern- 
ment of the houfe in vacation times, if the treafurer and benchers 
beabfent. . 

The eve next before the reading -begin**, the reader takes his place 
at the upper end of the bench table, in the treafurer 's place ;' and 
fupper ended, the antientell utter barrifter in commons brings in a < 
cafe at the bench table, which the reader and benchers are to argue^ 
if they will. And then, after riling from the table, the reader firft, 
and next all the benchers and gentlemen follow, and come to the 
place Detween the buttry door and backfide of the fkreen in the hall, 
where the reader, by fbme plaufible words or houfe-fpecch, declares 
publicly the ftatute whereon he purpofeth to read the next day. Then 
the antientefl bencher, by another plaufible houfe-fpeech, commends 
Mr. Reader's difcretion in the choice of his ftatute, and dieclares the 
dcfires of the whole houfe, and what great defire they have to hear 
the reader's learned conceipts upon that ftatute in his enfuing reading, 
and fo take leave and depart. 

The next morning about eight or nine of the clock the reader 
comes into the hall, followed by the judges, if any of tliat houfe be 
prefent, and the benchers that attend the cafe that day ; and as fbon 
as |he reader is fct at the table, and all ceremonies of curtefy made, 
the reader takes the oaths of fupremacy and allegeance, and then 
makes another houfe-fpcech, wherein he utters fome divifions and 
expofitions of the ftatute whereon he is to read. > Durinj^ 
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Daring the reading time, the reader is to read every reading dajr, 
Jiis two nrft cafes twice, if tl^e barrifter; who is to argue the cafe, 
do defire it : and the firll day the antienteft utter- barriftcr ii^ pom- 
inons is to take the reader's cafe, and is to argue it. And the readers 
of isnes of Chapcery, and the vacationer utter-barrift^rs, one after an- 
o]ther, lire to jtahe the reader's cafe in the morning every reading day; 
. and the antienteft bencbet or t^e antichtcft of the judges then prefcnt, 
who are to argue the reader's cafe (if they will) may put the utter- 
tnirnfler, appointed to argue that morning, to any other of the read- 
er's ca&s; alter whom, the judges and benchers argue according to 
their antiquity, the puilne bencher beginning firfi ; and fo every one af- 
ter anpther, tiU tl^e antienteft judge or bencher liavc argued tjie cafe ; 
all which is to be doiie e^Mpore pro tf con. Aiid lallly, the reader 
to anfwer Bie ojbje^ions niacfe ^gainft his concluiion, to fcew his ppi- 
sion of Ills ca^, as ^e takes tb? law to bie; ahd fo iponciudt that 
saorning's reading. ' 

Immediately alter ^he morning's reading ended, the reader delivers 
his ]^aper of cafes,^ for that morning, to the puifne yacatiotter utter- 
barrifter ; who is to a||;ue one of thofe cafes which he likes bell, ini- 
wcdiately after dinner^ at the bench table end ; and the jpuifne bar- 
rifter, and ^H the other barVifters attending tl^e reading, rcfort tOr 
gether to break the cafe, and dpcn the ipoin^ to. the faja puifne liar- 
rifter, and then he argues the cafe at the bench table iner ^ixiixir ; 
and a[fter him, every bencher prefent argues the pafe/fo ^ C^^ Aud 
laftly, the reader concludes the argument with his opinibii, as he 
ukes the law \ at^d fo the exercUe is continued ever v reading day, 
which is clofed up by the antienteft of the bench \ and then the reader^ 
with congratulatory houfc-fpeeches, each to other for their company, 
pains, and attendance, cofts, and charges. 

K in reading time, or other times of exercife, there fail to be fuf- 
ficieat attendance lapon the exercife.^the reader, benchers, and utter- 
Varriftcrs refpeftivcly may amerce the abfents, diffolvc the exercife 
for that time, and fo depart. 

Before any moote iis the hall after fupper, the benchers^ go all be- 
hind the flcreen as afore, and there break the cafe, which is to be ar- 
gued then forthwith in the hall ; and they have power to over-rule the 
cafe, as not argumentable ; and that over-ruling is termed a Failer ; 
and the whole inner barre is to be amerced, unlef* they prefently 
plead and argue another cafe of the fame learning ; which, if the 
benchers that fit approve of, the amercement is favcd. 

Althouigh the reader at the firft week's end, or fortnight's end, do 
cad his reading, yet there is exetcife in the houfe or abroad, by read-

. Innesof Cbamery belonging to the Inner Tempk. 
Cliffords Inne. 

THIS houfe was amiently belonging unto the honourable £imily 
of the barons Clifford (from, whom the late carls of Cumber- 
land did defcend) and being their habitation- here in London, had 
thence the name of Clifford's Inne. 

The firfl of them that pofleft it was Robert de Clifford^ who had 
the inheritance thereof by grant (a) from king Edward the iecond 24- 
Febr. in the ;^d ye:^r of his reign ; to hold by the fervice of one ipenj^ 
to be paid into the exchequer at Michaelmais ; by which grant it ap- 
peareth, that it had been before that time the houfe of Malculine de 
Haiiey, efcheator to king Edward the firfl on this fide Trent, and 
came to that king's hands for certain debts due to him from the iaid 
MalcuUnei 

After the death of which Robert de Clifford, liabcll his widdow 
dimifed it in iS Edw. tertii to the Students of the law (apprenticiis 
de banco are the words of the record) for the yearly rent of lol. fo 
that fince that time, firft by leafe., and afterwards by 9 grant thereof 
in fecfarm to Nicholas Sulyard, efq; principal of this houfe, Nicholas 
Guybon, Robert Clinchc, and other the then feniors thereof, in con- 
lideration of fix hundred pounds, and the rent of 4I. per annum, as 
I have heard, it hath continujcd to be a manfion.for the lawyers, a^ 
called an Inne of Chancery.

And fince that one other very large, high, fpacious brick buildirfg 
in Effex Court, on the weft lide and north end thereof, an. 1656. 

Orders Jbr Government. 

IN 10 Eliz. (3 Junii) it was ordcrc4» («) *hat whofoever had beeA 
of an inne of Chancery belonging to this houfc, Ihould pay 40s. 
oaly for his admiflion into this fociety; but if he were of any other, 
then to pay 5I. and if of no inne of Chancery 61. 135. 44. 

And in 30 Eliz. by an order ('•) made 30 Juhii, it was deereed, that 
fuch ftudents of New Inne who ihould be dcfiroiis to be of this fel- 
lowfhip of the Middle Temple, after fuch time as they had mooted 
and done their exercife of learning ii^ the faid houfe of New Inne, 
ihould have their antiquity in this houfe, notwithflanding their conti- 
nuance and being in commons in New Inne : provided always that 
they bring a true certificate of their mooting and exercife^ under the 
reader and principal's hands of the houfe for the time being, before 
their names be entt red in the book of admittances; or have antiquity 
in this houfc ; and the iines for their admittances to be refpited untiU 
their coming into commons in this houfe ; and to ferve their vacations, 
and to pay their peniions prefently upon their coming into commons 
in this noufc, and not beiore. 

In 2 Jac. (25 Jan.) there was a confirmation (c) of an order made 
here in parliament, 12 Mail 27 Eliz. viz. that none ihould be admitted 
to be affociate with the bench, at the bench table, exceDC he did firft 
pay the fum of ten pounds at the leaft, in plate, or fucn like provt- 
lion for the faid bench tables, if he were no reader. 

In I Eliz. (3 Nov.) it was decreed (</) in their parliament, by com- 
mand from the jtidges, that the utter- barrifters who did then pradi&r 
or did afterwards piirppfe fo to do, fhould not prefume to plead at any 
barr untill they were of 12 years landing, and with the bcenfe of the 
benehers, upon pain of expulfion out of this ibciety : provided^ that' 
they might be of councel with their clyents, and come with them to 
the barr, upon. their bufinefTes already begun.

WH£R£AS for the good government of the innes of court, it. 
hath been lately aidvifed and required by the judges, by com- 
mand from his majefty flgnificd unto them by the lords of his majeilies 
moil honourable privy councel, amo/jgtt other things, That every 
gentleman of the feveral iockties in commons Ihall once every year at 
the leall receive the l^oly communion ; that no gentleman, foreiner, 
dilcontinuer, or other not of the focieties, Ihall be permitted or air 
lowed to lodge in any of the faid focieties -, iha^ no common attorney 
or folicitor be hereafter admitted of any of the four innci oi court ; 
that no utter-barrilter publickly pra^life at any barr at Weftminltei, 
untill he have been three years ^t the barr. That none be admitted

2. That the orders of 26 Junii, i6 Jac, 1612, and of 20 Maii 
1631, the former forbidding any gentleman to lodg any ttranger in his 
chamber, upon pain to forfeit nve -pounds for his firlt offence, and ' 
to lofe his chamber for the fecond ; the latter forbidding every gen- 
tleman having a chamber, to fufFer aiKy other gentleman of the houfe' 
that hath none, to lodg in the fame, without allowance of ilie treafu- 
rer firil had, upon pain of five marks for every week of fuch fuffer- 
ance ; and for default of payment thereof upon demand, the' lofs of 
his chamber ; that every of thefe oiders be duly -obfcrved, and llriftly 
put in execution. 

3. Thit the aft of parliament of this houfe, touching none ad- 
mittance of common attorneys, made 25 Junii, 3 &4 Ph.&M. be 
from henceforth duly obferved ; and further, that a lilt be made of* 
the names of the prefent attorneys and foUicitors of this houfe, and 
entered into the parliament book : and if any gentleman from hence-^ 
forth, after he Ihall be admitted, fhall theA become an attorney, or 
Ihall pradlife'as a common attorney or fblHcitor in aifiy of his majef^ 
tie's courts, Jhall /j!)/ojfc^o be expelled the houfe. 

4. That whereas there have been heretofore,' a ntiently, divers afts 
made by the preceding benchers, goVernours of this hou^, to reftrain 
the too early practice of young barrifters, which fuit not fo well unto 
thefe times ; the mailers of the bench have therefore ordered, that no 
young barrifter piefume to take u^on him to pradtife in any of the 
courts at Weftnunfter before he have been full three years at the barr 
at the leall, *ipon pain to be convented before the bench, and fined, 
or otherwife dealt withall as to them in their rfiferetions fhall feem 
meet. Neither do they intend to call any to the barr hereafter, 01 her 
than fuch as have their full time, and are otherwife qualified there- 
unto, as the orders of the houfe do require ; and therefbre they en- 
joyn the gentlemen under the barr to apply and follow their fludies; 
to keep the cafe ; to perform their excrcifes ; to oider their habits 
and hayr to decency and formality, according to orders of the houfe ; 
and to yield due refpedl and obfcrvance to the benchers and anticnts^ 
their govefnours, as they expedl and dclire the preferment to the de- 
gree of the barr, or otherwile care to be lyable to the cenfure ol the 
bench, or (as the cafe fhall lequire) to be c\it off from the focicty. 

In an. 1642 (29 Apr.) there vras an (^k) order made, that the booles 
given by the laU will and teltament of Mr. Robert Afhley, an anci- 
ent barrifter of this houfe, Ihould be kept under lock and key till

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Middle Temple {one of the Houfes of the Court) is maifi'* 
tained; afidwhat Wayes they have to attaine unto Learn* 
ing {temp. Reg. Hen. VIII.) 

FIRST, there is no (/) lands nor revenues belonging to the houfe, 
whereby any learner or Undent mought beholpen and encouraged 
to iludy, by means of foinc yearly iiipend or falary;^ which is the 
occalion that many a good xWitt, for lack of exhibition, is compelled 
to give over and forlake ftudy, befon he ha>\e any perfyte knowledge 
in the law, and^to tall to praftifing, and become a typier in the law. 

The AuSoryte of the Hed Officer in ther Houfe. 

TEM, that there is in the faid houfe, yearly chofen by the ciders 
of the houfe, one of the fagcil of them to beie the office and 
name of Trealbrer ; and his auftoryte is to admit into the fellowflup 
fuch as he thinketh mete : his auftoryie is to aflign to fiich as are of 
the fellowlhip there their cjiambers and lodgings. His avidloryte is 
to gather of cerien of the fellowfbip a tribute yerely of 35. 4^^. a- 
piece, which ambng them )iaih the name of a pencf'<t)n, and to re- 
ceive of certain of the fellowlhip a rent of certain chambers. His 
office is alfo to pay, of the faid money, the rent due to the lord of 
'jt, John's, for the houfe that they dwell in ; and to pay alio, of the 
ame money, for reparations ot their chambers and houfes. pis of- 
fice is alfo to pay, of the iame money, the wages or falary of the 
fervants of the houfe; as the lluard, their butlers, cooks, and other 
officers ; and yearly to yield accompt of his receipt unto two auditors, 
y^tich are appointed unto them by the ciders of the houfe. 
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The Di'Oerftty of Fellowjhips there ; their tnanner of Study y 
and Preferment therein. 

ITEM, that there is in the fame houfe of the fellowlhip there, 
, two companyes : the ' one called the clerks commens; the other 
called the mafter commens. 

Item, the clerks commens are fuch young men as are admitted to 
the fellowlhip of the Koufe, who during two of the flrll ye,ars, or 
thereabout alter their admiffion, Ihall dyne and fup together, and fyt 
one more ^t a mefs than the mailers commons doth i and untiil they 
be called up to be of the mailers commons, they fhall not pay ihe 
peniion money of 35. 4^. a- piece; neither pay fo much for their con-. 
mens weekly as the mafltrs commens doth, by 6^. a piece : and tbey 
ferve the mailers commens of their meat, every day at dinner and 
fupper. 

Item, that the mailers commens are fuch as have byn in the houfe 
by the foa'ce of two years or thereabouts ; and then are by the elders 
of the houfe, which they call benchers, called up to the mailers 
pommens, whereas they lit one lefs in a nicfs than the clerks commens 
do; and pay 6d. 9. week for their com.mens more than the clerks 
(0 Vitellius, C. 9. in bib. CoUon, f. 32cr. a. 

C 4 commens 
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commens do ; and pay cche of them $ s. 4^. yearly to the treaiprer 
for tiieir pefifion. . . 

Furthermore,* the mailers commens are ferder divided into three 
companies ; that is to' fay, ho utter-barjlters, utter- bariftcrs, and 
benchers. • • 

Item, thofe that be no uttcr-barifters» are fuch as for lack of con- 
tinuance in the houfe, 6r becanfe they do not ftudy or profit in IcrA- 
ing, are not by the elders of the houfe cali'd to difpu«e, argue, and 
plead fi>me doubtful matter in the law, which among them is called 
ihotyng, befbrc the benchers and ciders. \ * 

Item, the utter barriftersart they which, after they have continued 
in the houfe by the fpace of five or -fix years, and have profited i^ 
the ftudy of the law, are called by the elders or benchers to pleads 
. argue, and difjiutc fome doubtful matter in the law before certain of 
the fame benchers, in^term time, or in the two principal times in the 
year of their lernings, which they call grand vacations, and the fanrie 
manner of argument or dif\)utacions is called m'otyn| ; and thik 
making of utteic banders is as.a preferment or degree given him for 
his learning. 

As alfo the benchers are thofe utter-barifters which, after they 
have continued in the houfe by the fpace of fourteen Or fifteen year^, 
are by the elders of the houfe chofen to reade, expound, and dcclarb 
fome eflatute openly linto all the company of the libufe, in one of the 
two principal time}> of their learning, which they call their gi-and vsr- 
cations, in fumiper ; and during the time of his reading, he hath the 
name of a reader, and after of bencher. 

Item, that they have two chief times of lerning with them, which 
they call their grind vacations; the one doth begin the fUrtt Monday 
in clean Lent, and doth continue three weeks and three days, in 
Vrhiqh time one of the elders or benchers, that hath before time re^d 
and expounded fome eftatute, doth then read and expound fome other 
flatute again ; the other doth begin the firft Munday after Lammas- 
day, and doth continue three weeks and three days, i« which do^h 
read fuch as are firft chofen to be benchers. 

• Item, by the old cuftom of the houfe, all fuch as are made fellows 
of the houfe, unlefs they be diipenfed withal at their admittance, a^c 
corapelkdto be perfonaily prefent at the two firlt grand vacations in 
Lent after their coming: at the two firft grand vacatioiis in fummct 
after their coming, and the two firft Chriltraafles that be folemnly 
kept after their comyng, upon peyne of forfaiture of 20s. for every 
d^faut. ' ■ , • ' . 

Item, all they that are fellows of the houfe, except at the time of 
their admittance they be 'difpcnfed withall,*or for their lernyng be 
promotyd and made utter- bariifters, are compell'd toexercifc all 
Inch rooms and offices as they fhall be called unto,' at fuch time as 
they kepe a folempne ChrldmaG, upon fuch peynes as by old cuftom<^ 
Uled to be afi'eiTcd for ihe rtlufal ot occupying of fuch offices. ♦' 

Fuirhermore, in the fa rue grand vacations, when that one of the 
ciders do rede and expoQiiJ aa eitatute, fuch utter-barriftcrs as are 

. . . / .... :. of 
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of Jong continuance do iland in a place together, where, as thej re- 
fierfe tome one opinion or laying of him that readeth, and bj ajl 
'^yts of lerning and reafon that can be invented do impugne his opi- 
nion ; and fometimes fomc of them do inipugne it» and fome other 
do approve it, and all the reft of the houfe give ear unto their difpu- 
tations ; and at laft the reader doth confute all their iayings, and 
confirmeth his opynion. 

Alfo in the lame grand vacations, everyday at night, except Sun- 
day, Saturday, or fome fefte of nine lelTons, before three of the eld- 
ers or benchers at the lefte, is pleadvd and declared in homely la^ 
Frenche, by fuch as arc young Icrners, fome doubtful matter, or qucfc 
tion in the law *, which afterwards an utter- barrilter doth reherie, and 
doth argue and leafon to it in the law Frenche ; and after him ano- 
ther utter-barrifter doth reafon in the contrary part, in law French 
alfo; and then do the three benchers declare tneir mynds in.Engliih; ; 
and this is what they call motyng ; and the fame manner is obierved 
in the term time. . ' 

' Furthermore, beiides this, after dynner and fupper the ftudents 
and lerners in the houie fit together by three and three in a company; 
and one of the three, putteth forth fome doubtfull queftion in the law 
to the other two of his company, and they reaibn and argue unto it 
in Engliih ; and at laft, he that putteth forth the'queftion, declareth 
his minde, alfo fhewing unto them the judgment or better opinion of 
^isboke, where ^e had the fame queftion; and this do the ftudentt 
obierye every day through the year, except feftival days. 

Alfo after the term ended, and after the two grand vacations ended, 
then the ydung men that be no utt^r-barrifters, do difputc and argue 
in law Frenche fome doubtfull queftion before the utter- barifters, who 
^t laft do fhfrw their opinions in Snglifh thereunto : and this manner 
of difputations is called meane vocdften motes^ or chapell motes. 
» Item, that the Middlc-Temjle doth find two readers, which arc ut- 
ter- barriflers unto two houfcs of chancery ; that is to fay, Stronde- 
Inne, and New-Inne; which readers do reade unto them upon fome 
Statute in the terme time and in the grand vacations : and they of the 
noufes of chancery do obferve the manner of difputations and motyng 
ks thejr d^ in the Temple ; and their readers do bring each of them 
two with him of the Temple, ' and they argue unto it alfo. 
; And befides this in the grand vacation time, out of the four koufes 
of 'Court, come tyro apd two to every houfe of chancery ; and there, 
according to their years and continuance of the houfe that they be of 
which they call auncienty, they do argue and reafon to feme doubtful 
matter that is proponed, jb'^that the molt youngeft doth bcgyn, and 
the next to him in continuance doth' follow ; and at *lall, he that 
readeth to that houfe of chancery doth declare his opinion in the 
niatter that is called in oueftion. » 

There is none there that be compelled to learn, and ihe^ that aVc 
learners, for the moft part, have their ftudies and places of learning 
fo fet, that they are much troubled with the noile of walking and 
commtnicatron of them that be no learners •: and in the tcrme time 
• ... V they 
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thev are ib unquietted by cljents, and iervants of clyepts that refor| 
to iuch a$ are attorneys and pra^iiers, that the iludems may as quietly 
fiudj in th^ open ilreets as in their iiudies. 

. Iteqif they have no place to walk in, and talk and confer their 
learningfl, but in the church ; which place, all the ternre times, hath 
in it no more quietnefs than the pervyfe of Pawles, by occafion of the 
confluence of fuch as are fuiters in the law.

THEY have no order for their apparell, but every man mav'go 
as him lijteth, fo that bis apparell pretend no lightnefror wan- 
tennefs in the wearer ; for even as his apparell doth Ibew him to be, 
even So ihall he be eftejcmed among them« 

The Faflnon of their Houfe in the Night. 

IN the night-lime they have not th^ir gates fliut, fo that every man 
may £0 in and out through the houfe all feaibns of the night wbich 
js occanon that their chambers ^re oftentimes robbed, apd many o-' 
ther ihidemeanours ufed. 

library. 

THEY now have no library, ib that they cannot attaine to the 
knowledge of divers learnings, but to their great charges by the 
buying of fucn bookes as they luit to fludy. Tney had a iQmple li- 
brary, in which were not many bookes befides the law ; and that li- 
brary, by meanes that it flood allwayes open, and that the learnerf 
had not each of them a key to it, it was at laft robbed and fpoi^jcd 
of all the bookes in it. ^

Tl^eif Ufagf irf Time qf Pejlilenee. 

IF i t happen that the plague of peftilence be any thing nigh 
their houfe, they immediately break up their houfe, and every 
man goeth home into his country, which is a great lofs of learning ; 
for if they had ibme houfe nigh London to refort unto, they might as 
well exercife their learning as in the Temple, untill the plague were 
ceased. 

The State of the Houfe at this Day. 

TftiS fociety confiHeth alfo of three forts or degrees of men pro- 
feiSng the laws, vi?. benchers, id eft^ fuch as have been readers 
(antiently calle4 apprentices of the law) utter-bar iilers, and iludents 
under the barr, all which have their commons in the hall. 

The officers are thefe ; a lie ward and hi* fervant, one chief butler, 
four others who wear gownes, and two more inferiors, palled walh- 
pots; one head-cook, an under-cook, a turn-broach, two feullions, 
a porter, and a gardner ; al] which, except the porter and gardner, 
have their diet in tha houfe, and receive wages with certain vailes 
belonging to their offices* 

The porter hath his lodging under the Middle .Temple ^ate, and 
two, Ihops there on the eaft-fide which afford him rent ; his office 

being 
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. b^iAg to fliut. and Open that gate at due hours, and to keep out 
beggers and fuch loofe kind of people ; as alio in vacation time id 
fee 10 gentlemen's chambers that the dores be not broken. 

The fteward is to provide the ordinary diet for the houfc (extra- 
" ordinary being to be taken care foi* by the ftcond cook) and hath his 
lodging undtr the h^Il. He is allowed a fervafit under hinf, befides 
a porter or pannyetman to biing in the meat, ahd keep a' roll, wlereirf 
the names of all ^hc perfons are entered, who arc ekher in whole or 
in half commolis, viz. half the week, and fucK only as take repafts ; 
every repaft being one meal in the hall, and of which two and no 
more are allowed ; for if they exceed that number it goe^ for half d 
week, and accordingly they are rated at the Week's e«d,' vijj.' Saturday; 
when he calls up the commons in the prefencfe of two utfcf-Bariltcrs 
in the term times, and two gentlemen under ihh batr in vacation time, 
who aje to bverfee him and to' examine his accompts, being termed 
auditors i but it belongs to the chief butler (and not to the fteward) 
to tike a note of the names of fuch as are in commons, which en- 
tered in the buttery-book, out of which the fteward makes up his 
roll, wherein if any gentleman be wronged, ideft^ caft in commons, 
whereas in truth he was abfent, and took no commons that week ; 
or caft in whole commons, where he ought to be but half comnionip 
yet he ought to pay it, the ftewird's roll being a record, and iigned 
by the faid auditors is a conclulion to him : his only remedy in that 
cafe being to pay an allowance of another week, or half A week, as 
the cafe tails out, in lieu thereof which is granted to him in cafe the 
error be manifefted. 

To the fteward and his fervant it belongs to fcrve in the meat ill 
meiTes throughout the whole hall, except the nhafters of the bench- n 
table and their affociates (being like fellow-commoners rn the Uni- 
verfitie?) who are ferved by the fecond butler and his afliftant ; and 
the mafters of the bar, that is, the primier bar- table (conftfting of 
fuch as have been readers of Ncw-Inne, or fuch whofe puifhes have 
been readers, there) who arc ferved by the fecond butler and the pan- 
ycrman. ]' 

The chief butler is to keep a buttry book, artd to enter thetein all 
fuch orders as are made by the bench at the table ; but not fuch as are 
made in parliament, for thofe are entred by the undcr-tfeafurer. He 
is likcwilc to enter the names of fuch as are admitted into commons, 
•r which are admitted into the houjfe by the readers in the times of 
reading, and divers other things of like nature. He alfo entreth 
the names of all fuch as perform any moot or exercife, either within 
the houfe or abroad, to the end he may give a true accompt thereof* 
when he is thereto cj^lled. 

He is likewife to provide bread and beer, as alfo green earthen 
drinking pjots, which he cafts into the ftcward's accompts, who 
pays for the fame ; but cheefe he provides at his own charges ; 
and after dinner cuts every mah his portion, for which he hath a cer-* 
tain weekly allowance from every one in commons.' And to him it 
belongs (as aforciaid) to enter into a roll the names of all fuch at 
are ia conunoiu. He 
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P^is.alfo ipap loyed fto cajl ^ offender to f^e fcjcncU tub^,' to he 
titli,eir pui^ited or admonifhed for Kis offence •, and likcwife to pr9-: 
vicle torches. for the folcjfuii r.cvells, and a vvHite i,od, and a white ^taff 
for .the readers eled^, and othtrs at ihofe rcvclls, which are the two 
next antient i^ commons then piefent in the hall; the fi,r& of whom 
teing denominated mailer of the revells, is at ^^U folemn xevejis to 
cjirry the white ^laff, and leads the fevcial dances, or antient meafure* , 
cpnduding the whole focjctjr (id eft, all under-bcjncher«) rovind il^c 
hall at .thofe times ; the othe^' is to carry the white rod or verge, ,^i?d 
is called mailer of the iceremonies, who, Handing at the cupJboard, 
yit^ it I.oud voice doth thrice iiinuiion the m^ner of the rev^Usio 
com.e forjlhiind perform that duty. 

^9, the office pf chief butler it lijccwife apptrtaineth to ukc; the 
nwes of thofe that were abfent at the fa id Cblemb revels, and to 

Er^cfjpjii tKem to the bench -, as alfo inform the , bench of fuch as Wfsar 
ats, bootes, long hair, or ^he like (fpr the which he is commoxdy 
oi^t of the young gentlemehs favour); and to appoint fuch as ija 
term W to recite pleadings or to moot, or to penorm any ^ffigne- 
meht, and to inform the bench thereof in ci^fe they refuse. 

Thefe arfi to fee the ubles througliout the hall covered, and again 
vxuded it the end of every meill ; the antienteH of which three ajEtcticjU 
^t the bar table, and next i4pon them on that fide of the hall : the 
puiihe or fifUi butler attends on the other fide, and iefyes the ieveral ' 
tables there with bread and beer.' Moreover this puifne butler is to 
fry SF^Lce^ both before and after every meal, which he dotK with art 
audible Voice, Handing in the term time with his face towards the 
^eiicli tjiblei and in the vacations towards the bar table. 

The aiuiei^t^eft of theie butlers keeps the pcnfion roll, and coUeda 
the pehfioi^ every term, which are five groat^ a term from every one 
of tne ibciety, as well iludents and utter-barifters, as benchers ; ou^ 
of which coUedtioii he is ifllowcd for his paints i2d. in the pound ;. 
bi^t^nuently theie penfions were collected termly by a gentleman of 
tt^e focijctyi , And the other of thefe butlers do collcft the other rolls ; 
VIZ. the (Jalves-head Roll, the Farfon's Roll, and other occafiona} 
rolls; ^having the like poundage for their fo doing. 

Theie three butlers' were heretofore (as appears 'by an entry in the 
l?uftry-book inade an. 18 Eliz.) to have lad. yearly of every gentle- 
man, for their falary ; and the chief butler was to make a roll of all 
their namc^, to be figned by the treafurer, and affixed to the penfioA 
roll, for the better collection thereof : but now every gentleman un* 
der the bar pays isd. and every bariiler is. 6d. yearly ; which fumms 
^re gathered yearlv by the fecond butler, who [for that purpofe keeps 
a little book of the gentlemehs namesj and croffeth thofe that hav^ 
paid^ Which colleaions, by an order m^jde an. 19 Eliz. were thus 
diftiibutfcd ; viz, the three antient butlers to have three parts thereof 
(of four ^6 be divided) and the twb puifne butlers the fourth ; which 
puifne bt; tiers ferve, for the moft part, to wafti pots, fill beer, and 
lerve the frme into the hall, for the eaie of the oihef butlers; as al£9

1)utler liath for Lis wages 3I. 6i^ 8d* and the other four but aos. a 
piece yearly. 

The chief cookj befides his ordinary fervicc in the kitchin, in 
looking to the drefling and lerving out of the meat, to his office do 
belong divers vailes ; viz. dripping and icumiiiings, the rumps ai>d 
kidneys of loynes of mutton, which is the ufual Hipper-meat of this 
fociety, there being feldome any other joynt itrved in the hall. Be- 
fides, for his farther benefit, he was wont yearly fcvery £a.iler term to 
beftow upon the old focicty a breakfafl of^ calves heads, for whicH 
every geritleman gave I2d. or more, according to his difcretion ; bjiit 
by an order made in 1 1 Jacobi ihefe calves-heads ufed for breakfafl* 
>Vcre turned into a dinner, which was appointed tp b;e on the firft and 
fecondMunday in Eafter term. And whereas heretofore the benefit 
of thefe breakfafts was wholy conferred on the cook^s, now all other 
inferior officers of the houfe, vi?. fcullions, turn-fpi.ts, wafh-pots, 
under-bujtlers, the panyer-man, pprter, and fuch like,' do (by ufurpa-* 
tion) partake of the gentlemens bounty, and beretoferc flood in 
rancks at the hall dore, ready (as the gentlemen paiTed out of the 
hall after dinner) to receive their benevolence ; but this cuflomje of 
flandinj[ being dilliked by the fpciety, h^tb been Uid afide above 
thirty years fincp ; and in lieu thereof, there is a roll, called the Qalves 
Head K.0II, inftituted, -whereby every bencher 15 taxed yeaily at as* 
every barriller at is. 6d. and every gentleman under the bar at is. 
which is a greater advantage to the faid officers and ftryants, receiv- 
ing the t^x now from the wnole focicty (all admitted members, as well* 
abfent as prefcnt) whereas formerly they received not 9. certain duty, 
but a voluntary gratuity frOm a few who were in commons only in. 
Eafler week ; and of them alfo but fuck as did not abfent themfelves 
from that Munday's dimmer in Ealler week. 

Befide5 the vailes before mentioned, the chief cook ha^h for his, 
yearly wages allowed him by the hioufe 3I. 6s. 8d. the under-cook 
40s. yearly; the turn-broach 26s. 8d. yearly ; but the two fcullions no 
more than what they receive from the benevolence of the gentlemen. 

Tb the fecond cooke's office it belongeth to provide fpccial achates 
for the bench table, and likewife for the anticjat iftcfs of the barr 
table-; as alfo of the annticnts table, fuph as arc pafi their reading,, 
and never read : which fpttial achates are fuch (for the moft part) as 
the bench pleafeth to make choice of; for the fame the benchers pay 
weekly, but the refl by the meal. 

The panyer-man, by the winding of his horn, fummons the gen- 
tlemen to dinner and fupper. He alfo provides muflard, pepper, and 
vinegar for the.'hall; and hath for his wages yearly ^1. 0$. 8d. and 
. the Iragmients of certain tables, viz. the barr-table, and thofe pthpr 
in the middle of the hall, which he ferves, and is to attend unto. 

The gardner is allowed 61. 13s. 4d. per/ annum to drefs the gar- 
dens; and the porter's wages is 5I. los. per annum. 

The chief treafurer, who is cholep yearly at the firfl parljfupent ift 
Michaelmafs terni from amongfl the rcs^ders, to receive and difburJia 
the fifics and reyciiweJ bclo^igmg t© the houfe, if by bjifj^ of hU 

office 
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office difeharged of Kis penfion for that year. He is the fuprcm^ 
officer of the whole fociety, upon whom the judges (whO have formerl/ 
fceen o^ this fvoufe, as fupervifbrs thercot ) do call, if thiugs be ainift 
in th^ focief/, to fee the fame corrected and amended. He s^dmits 
all gentlemen intd the focictv : Kc hath power to remit and abate M 
fines at .fucli, times ; as alio wlien they are admitted into chambers^ 
and to make fale of all fuch chambers as are forfeited, or fuch as .do. 
fall to the houfe by the deaih of alny member thereof: and if a cham-j 
ber do fo fkll, he inay admit any fon of his houfe (being of the houfe^ 
into fucK a chamber gratis, and without fine. He may lay ou,t of th^ 
publick moneys of the Kouie, at his difcretion, what is convenient 
or requifite,' on his own chamber ^being a bench chamber) in re-edify-, 
ing, repairing, enlarging, wainfcoting, or adorning the fame. He 
hath alio power to compound and mRigate forfeitures, houfe-duties, 
fents of tenants, arid other matters wmch concern thefociety; but 
he hat& nd wages, fee, or gratuity by reafon of His treafurerfliip. 
ileretofore one p^rfon hath continued in this office two or three years, 
till by an order made in an. JQ £liz. it was. made annua).^ , 

The under ireafurer's office is to make entries of every gentleman's 
admittance into this fociety, or into any chamber belonging thereto; 
together with the fines paid for fuch admittances, and to take bonds, 
for them for payment of their duties. His entries arc preferyed in a 
book kept for that p\irpofe ; and therein alfo arc rcgiftrcd and prc- 
ierved all fuch orders as are made fromi time to tiipe by the bencn i^ 
their parliament affeniblics. He is, by reafon of his office, difcharg- 
cd of all pehfionS, taxes, a:nd contributions, and hath 20I. per annum 
fee or wages; as alfo hu diet, with a chamber for himfelf and ^no-, 
ther %r his clark. He hath like wife the fee of 2s. 6d. per diem, as 
fupervifor of the buildings, reparations, and alterations'^ of the 
hoiife ; and 6s. W. upon the admittance of ^ny gentleman into the. 
fociety, and his dark (then) ts. 6d. At every admittance into a 
chamber he hath los. and his clark 2s. 6d. When any barrifler is 
called and fworn of the bar, he hath los. aind his clark as. 6d. be> 
fides certa:in other allowances and fees for paper, parchment, writing 
books, &c. He attends on the mailers of the bdnch at all their par- 
Iramcnts arid folemn afiem'blies, aild is their clark of the parliament. 
He enters up all matters of record, is cuftos rotulorum for the focie-. 
ty and receives fees or gratuities for fearching, copying, or certifying 
of the records' and orders of the houfe. 

Their parliaments are held thrice in Michaelmas term, viz. the 
firft and laft Friday of the term, and the Friday next before Allhal- 
lown-tide ; and twice ih every other term, viz. the firil and laft Fri- 
day of the terrii, in the evening. 

The order in keeping thefc parliaments is this ; firft the benchers 
onely, who have been readers, meet in the parliament chamber^^, 
which is at the lower end of the hall, and take their places according 
to their antiquities ; then the treafurer for the t^me being fits at table., 
bare-headed, and reads fuch petitions, and propofeth fuch matters as 
iball be tkought convenient for the better government of tlie houie, 
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the under treafurer fianding by as sfn attendant : and when the bench 
have concluded on any order, he fees to the entry of it. If they dif- 
fer^ in any thing, every one gives his voice apart, beginning at the 
puifiie, Jiiid fo upwards, and thereupon the moft voices prevail. Here- 
tofore nonfc who.had^bcen called to ihc bench to read, came to thofe 
meeting; before he had read, and was allowed by the bench; nor wa« 
any affociate atdmitted to be piefent amongft them; but of late time 
all fuch ai are called up to the bench table, and do re vera intend to 
reild, haVe place and vote in their parliaments, except only the laft 
reader himfelfj wjio it excluded from the firft of their parliament* 
whkh is held ih the next term after his reading, to which he may noc 
come. until it ^s end^d, and that the barrillcrs (id clt, aU in com- 
mons^be. calkd in by the under treafurer, to have notice given them 
by the high treafuret bf all new made laws and orders, or alterations 
of the old ones i to which fervice they arc bound by the orders of the 
houie every laft Fridajr of each term (which is called a Parliament of 
AtUndance) and whoibever are abfent, do forfait 3s. ^d.pro non con^ 
fulundo^ although they may not confult (but niuil eonient) when they 
meet there. 

After the rei^der is thus entred and placed, his lafl and immediate 
predeceiTor welcomes hinai hither with an oration ; and accoiding to 
his merit reports of him to the reft of the mafters of the bench -, unto 
whom the reader replies in another oration, and' excufeth his imper- 
feAions and inabilities ; but is rejoyned unto by the hi^h treafurer in 
a third oration, and, in the name of all their mafteilhips, welcom'd 
thither, and pronounced a bencher, who, from that inliant, isatab- 
foluie as any of them. 

The admittance of ftudents into thehoufe is thus : Firft, he mnkes 
his choice, whether he will be generally or fpccialiy admitted ; ii ge^- 
nerally, then he is to pay five marks for his admittance; if fpecially 
five pounds ; but formerly it hath been 61. 1 3s. 41!. except he were of 
an inne of Chancery, and then the fine is lefs ; yiz if he hath been 
two years, his fpecial admittance is 40s. and his general 10s, When 
he hath made his election, the under treafurer brings him to the high 
treafurer, who allows of him, and fets his fine as aforefaid ; vet fome- 
time, by fpecial favour^ the treafurer mitigates the fine. Tnis being 
done, the under treafurer enters into a book the parties name, whofe 
Ion he is, and the day of his admittance ; then the party, and two 
others formerly admitted of the houfe, enter into bond with him, as 
hii fureties, to obferve the orders, and difcharge the duties of the 
houfe ; after which the under treafurer makes him a Recipiutur, which 
being. delivered to the chief butler, he is thereupon admitted into 
conunons, the chief butler having as. 6d, for his fee, and the fcnior 
wafh-pot 6d. from him that is a new comer, at his entrance. 

Afterwards, if his admittance be general, he is bound to continue 
in commons two years vacations ; and if he fail« he is then fined tos. 
at the leaft for every fayler ; but if fpecially admitted, he is not then 
bound to any fuch attendance. 

His habit is a ftudent's gown, and in thf term time a round cap« 

t) . which - 
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which he wears both in the hall, and in the church. Boots and fpur#^ 
jiwords and cloaks, arc in thofe places foi bidden, as alfo cxiraordinary 
long hair; and for any offence againft thcfe Orders he is fined. 

hJcyt to his admittance into the houfe, he is admitttd into a chani- 
bcr, when he can purchase the fame of any oiher of the focieiy, or 
of the houfe, when any falls void by death. Touching which cham- 
bers it is to be noted, that all but the benchers go two to a dhambcr; 
a bencher only hath the privi ledge of a chamber to himfelf. When 
any one is admitted to a chamber, it is entred generally by the under 
trcafurcr, that he is fo admitted fuch a day, without limitation of any 
efiate at all ; yet, by the antient ufajie and cuftome of the h6ufe, he 
hath an eftate therein for the term of his life, if he fo long contintiq 
in the fociety, and keep commons •, for unlcfs he be in commons fix * 

weeks in every year, he forfaits his c^lambe^ to the houfe. But thou^ 
he hath onely an ellate for life therein, yet he hath power to fell it ta 
any other of the fociety ; and the party that buys it hath his own life 
therein, and upon his admittance payes a fine of 5I. or thereabouts; 
but if any«fo admitted d^ before fale made of his chamber, it then 
falls to the houfe, who lell the fame to the befl value. 

If there be any one chamber confifting of two parts, and the one 
part exceeds the other in value, atid he who hath the befl part fells 1 

the fame, yet the purchafer fhall enter into the worft part ; for it is 
a certain rule, that the auntient in the chamber, viz. he who was 
therein firfi admitted^ without refpe^ to their antiquity in the houie, I 

Lath kis choice of either part. " j 

Thefe itudems heretofore ufed, is reading times, to carry the read- , I 

er's meat unto the bench table ; but now that ufe is omitted: never- 
thelffs they carry up the meat at the reader's feafl, and at the two 
other feafb, \h* All Saints^ and the purification of our Lady. They | 

ufed alfb t>ofl-revels, upon thefe fealt-dayes, and every Saturday night 1 

letween the faidfealts; befides mafques and other difporta in the \ 

time of Chriflmas.

After two, or three years, the flndents are to perform certain ex- | 

ercifes; viz. firfl to recite the pleadings of fuch barriflers as moot in I 

the term time; to moot-alfo in the vacation, and fhortly after to per- 
form their exercife of mooting abroad, in the, innes of Chancery.. 
After the performance of all which at home and abroad, and after 
the expiration of feven or eight years, they arc by the bench (amongft 
other their fellow ftudents^ admitted unto the degree of utter-barri- 
dfter ; fb that once at the lealt every two year^ a dozen or more are by , 

a general call prefered to this degree. This now is an aft of the i 

whole bench at their parliamentary meeting; but heretofore every ') 

reader of the houfe made choice of fuch as he thought fit^ and had 
power to call them to the bar ; viz. every fingle reader, two ; and e- 
vcry double reader, four; which is confirm *d by an order of the 
Jioufe, made an. 37 £Iiz. \ 

Note, that there is no ceremony ufed in the calling of any to the 
bar, more than that their election is at the end of tie parliament de- 
dared by the high Ueafiirer to the reft of the barriftcrs, who are thei 
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called to b^ infarmed what th^ bench hath conclude^ on in that 
rncetingtt their names then entered by the under treafurcr; the nc3|t 
d»7, immediately btfore dinner, ihey are called to the cupboard where

Yet time alone 
riiikes not a cupboard. min "i for t;hfj bench, upon juft caufe of diilike^ 
miy pafs over iny whom they hold not tt for that place, and eUft 
Qtbefs ntxt in antiquity •, which cle<ftion of theiri is twice in every 
yea;-, jit the meeting of the. bench in parliament ; viz. in the laft pa^* 
' liament of HjlUry term, at what u*tic the four cupboard men, for the 
tiext Lent-readihg ar^ chofen;.^nd declared by the treafqrer ; anjl iq 
the laft parliament in Trinity term, ^fien, in like manner, the four 
cupboard men; for the next I'ummer reading, are chofen and declared. 
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The next degree ii a bencher, then a reader, uhich at the fartheft 
falls out to be within two years after the parties iirft admittance to 
the cupboard. 

Th< fc readers are likewife chofen by the bench at their affcmbly in 
parliament yearly, upon Fryday before the feaft of All Saints, at what 
time the two readers for the year following are elefttd and declared ; 
therein, although it he feldome fecn, but tnat the parties ib choien be 
the two ancient cupboard men, yet the bench is not tyed to any fuch 
neceflity of choice; for if iipon due confideration cf the eftatc, learn- 
injj, quality, and carriage of the perfon, he be not thought worthy 
offo great a calling, the bench hath power to put him by, and to 
eleA another in his room, notwithflanding his precedent ele^ion to 
the cupboard ; for during the time of his attendance to the cupboard^ 
and before he be declared a reader, he is only in the nature oi a pro- 
bationer. 

The two parties nominated as / aforcfaid, for reatlers, are the next 
day at dinner called to the bench table, where, from thence forward, 
they take their commons, and are to beftow upon the reft of the 
benchers and antient barrifters a certain proportion of wine for their 
iirft welcome. / ^ 

On the other ftde, thofe who are put by their readings remove from 
the bar table f where before they ufed to fit) unto a table called the 
. Auncients Table, oh the other fide of the hall, oppoiite to the bai^ 
table, where alfo they give a garnifti of wine for their welcome ; and 
from henceforth they are freed from all mootes and cxercifes in the 
houfe, and likewife from the ceremony of walking the old meafures 
about the hall at the times accuftomed. And it is no difgrace for any 
man to be removed hither ; for, by reafon of the exceftive charge of 
readings, many men of great learning and competent pradlife, as well 
as others of lefs learning, but great eftates, have refufed to read, and 
arc here placed. 

The two readers, new chofen as aforeiaid, at the next feaft day of 
AH Saints (on which day fuch judges and ferjeants at law as have 
ilTued out of this fbcicty, are highly mfted, and come in their icarlet 
robes^) are bound to give their attendance, their duty being to meet 
the judges and ferjeants at the lower end of the hall, and to conduft 
them upwards. For diftin<^ion and order's iakc the one of them, viz. 
the ancient, hath a white ftaif.in his hand, the other a white rod, 
with which they ufher in the meat, following next after the rauiick. 
When the meat is brought to the table (which it ftich folemn feafts is 
always performed by young gentlemen of the houfe under the bar) 
the one of the two new readers cle^t receives every difh of the gen- 
tlemen who carried it, and placeth it on the table in decent order, the 
other ftanding by to wait on the judges: and during the feaft they 
both, with folemn curtefies, welcome both the judges and ferjeants. 

Bcfidcs this, the puifne reader elefts icrves every mefs throughout 

the hall, receiving it frorti the fteward, and placing it on the table. 

Dinner being ended, thev wait on the judges and ferjeants, ufhcrii^ 

them either into tlie garden, or fome ether retiring place, untill the 

• . hall 
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|iall be clcnfcd and prepared ; and theji ihey ulher them again into the 
.hall, and place thim in their rooms, one after another, 'ihis being 
done, the ancient of the two that hath the iiafF in bis hand, flands at 
the upper end of the bar table; and ihe other vith the white rod 
placeth hinafelf at .the cupboard in the middle of the hall, oppolite 
to the jqdges, where ihc mufick being begun, he calicth twite the 
;inafter of the revells ; and at the fecond call, ihe auncient, with his 
white iUff, advanceth forward, and begins to lead the mcafures, fol- 
jlowcd, firft by the bariilers, and then the geniicmen under the bar, 
^^ll^accoiding to their feveral antiquitiei •, and when one meafurc is 
ended, the reader at cupboard calls for another, and fo In oider. 

All fuch as are in commons under the degree of benchers (except 
.^nciyihem of the auncients table, who are palt their readln^j) ought 
not to abfcnt from iblemh Irevells; and whoever ihcy be that do ab- 
fent themfelves, do ioifait, or are fineable 3s. 4d. and >Ahf liever of. 
the bar that are made choice of xo carry up wafer? (on grand days) to 
^ne judges, and do r,efulc, do foifait 10s. and whofoever of ihe )Oung 
gentlemen under the bar that refufe, do foifalt 5s. and whofoever on 
days of folcmiji rebels do refufe to carry up bread and beer to the 
imafters of the bencjb, do forfait, bariilers ^^s. 8d. and others Js. 4d. 

When the lall meafure is dancing, the reader at the cupboard calls 
to one of the gentlemen of the bar, as he is walking or dancing with 
tbc reft, to give the judges a fong, who forthwith begins the firtt i'luc 
of any pialm as he tninks fiiteft-, after which all the reft cf the com- 
pany follow and fmg with him. Whileft tjicy aie jthus walking and 
tinging, the reader with the white rod departs from the cupboard, arid 
inakcs his choice of a competent i;iumber of utter-baiilteis^ and as 
naany under the bar, whom he takes into the buttry •, where there is 
delivered unto every barifter a towel with wafers in it, and unto every 
gentleman under the barr a wooden bowl fi/led with ipocras, with 
which they march in order into the hall, the reader with his white 
fod going forcmoft. And when thcv come near to the half pace, op- 
polite to the Judges, the company divide themfelves /one hnlf (as well 
barifters as thofe upder tbe bar) ftanding on one ftde of the reader, 
the other on ;hc other fide ; and then, aft.er a low folemn congee made, 
tic gentlemen of i^e \)^ firft c?rry the wafers^ the reft with the new 
reader ftanding in their places. At their return ihey all make another 
folen!)ii low congee, and thep jthe gentlemen under th.e bar carry their 
bowls f>{ ipocras to the judges ; ^nd leturning, when the judges have 
dran}:, they make the like iolejmn congee, and fo all dcpait, laving 
the new readers eledt, who wai.t upon the judges untill their departure, 
^nd then ufher tljem down the hall unto the fourt gate, uhcre they 
take their leaves of them. 

In the felf-fame mahnc'r they entertain the judges and ferjeants on 
Allhallown day and on the fealt day of the purification ot our Lady ; 
which two ieafts, viz. All-Saints and Candlemafs, are the oncly feafts 
in the whole year made purpofely for the judges and ferjeants in this 
fociety; but of later time divers noblemen have been mixed viith 
^hem, and folemnly invited as gnefts to the dinner, in regard they 
jivcrc formerly of the fcciety. As 
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As for tlie charge of theft feafts, it is caft amongft the gentlemen of 
the houfe in their commons: no man exempt, if he be within-lhe 
city, though not in commons ; for in fuch cafe he is called vijus ik 
villat and Ihall pay half that week's commons wherein the fead day 
happens, though he take none. 

. Moreover, for a farther honour to the judges and ierjeants at law^ 
two a^uncient barifters of the focicty arccholen to invite them to ihef<3 
feafts, who to that end do repair to their feveral chambers four or five 
days before. Likewife when they are in the hall, and before they 
take their placcsj twoanticnt utter- barifters are appointed to wait on 
them with baftjis and ewers of fwcet water for the wa£hing of their 
hands, and two other like aniicnc barifters' with towells. 

Befidcs ihcfe folemn revels, or mcafures aforefaid, they had wont < 

to be entertained with poft revels, performed by the- better fort of ihc 
young gentlemen of the fociety, wifh galliards, corrantoes, and other 
dan/ces, or clfe with ftage-players : the firft of thefe feafts being at the 
beginning, and the other at»the latter end of Chriftmas. But of late 
years thefe poft rcvells have been difufed fcoth here and in the other 
innes of court. « • . ^ / 

The next duty which thefe new readers arc in time to perform, are 
their cxercifes within the houfe ; which, together with the young 
gentlemen under the barr, and the new chofen readers, they perform 
in this manner: ......;'. . 

The new barifters (as before hath been intimated) are for their de- 
gree to perform 'each of them t>yo ieveral aflignments of naootes ; 
which exerclfes are done in the hall in the term time only, every 
'f uefday and Thurfday night immediately after fupper. The cafe is 
framed with apt and proper pleadings unto it, by ;the two utter-ba- 
rifters who are to perform the aflignment. Thefe pleadings arc re- 
cited by two gentlemen under the bar,, one of which fpeaks for the 
plaintiff, the other for the defendant; which done, and the cafe 
briefly put out of thofe pleadings;: and argued, by the utter-barifters, 
three ot the benchers as jiidgcs argue the ijime cafe, whereof one of 
the i.ev/ elected, readers is a 11 wa yes one, they fupplying the place 
dlftrms vicibi/s. Which courfe (touching the two leaders) holds only 
tintill the end pf Hillary term; for Ihortly after follows the Lent 
reading, performed by the auncient of the two ele^ ; after whiclii 
time h^ is freed from this alternate cOiufe of arguing, taking his 
turn onely as oiber bencheis do ; for* which caufe, in the tvy'O ie»ms 
following (fcil. E^fter and I Vipity) the former reader eledt doth, with- 
out his fellows help, fit at every of their mootes untill his awn read- 
ing be palt ; tv;o other benchers (as aforesaid) arguing- with him. 
■■ Belides ihefe cxerciils, (he reader, by the>antient cuftome of this 
houie, ought to remain in commoivs from the er^d of the term next 
preceding hi* readlaig, untill the week- before he takes his place as 
reader; and in all that time, viz. every Tuefday and Thurfday night, 
to ice the exerci/es oF the houfe. performed, ai:jd to be prcient ar^J 
aHiftantto them ; which cxerciles are ruootcs of the fame nature a^ 
th^ other, ai?d ditfeiing oi)iy in xhe peribns ; the cafes and pleadin^^ 

■'■■■'• •• ' ■ ' ■• ^ •.•■•.■>■ to 
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to tliem being framed and argued by two gentlemen under the bar, and 
the pleadings recited by two other puifne gentlemen; and lafily, ar- 
gued by two utter-barifter and the reader eledt; the reader fitting iii 
th^ middle, and arguing laft of all. 

Then follows the laft peculiar a«S and eicrcife of the reader, be- 
ing his reading which begins regularly in Lent, viz. the firit Munday 
of clean Lent ; and in iummer the iirft Munday in Auguft, unleft 
thofe dayes be fcftiyal, and then it begins the day following. How- 
beit, the reader having iirft abfentcd himfelf out of commons for the 
fpacc of a week, in which time he feldome ccmcs abroad, that his 
entrance may be with tKe more ftate, appears firft as a reader at the 

^ church the Sunday afternoon next -before his reading; accompanycd 

by fuch benchers as arc in town •, whereot two arc appointed tor his 
affiftants ^being for the molt part the two next precc ient readers) and 
attended by twelve oi fourteen feVvants at the leall in one livery, and 
the fame night at fupper, he takes his place in the ball in a chair at 
the upper end of the bench table. 

The next morning he makes choice for his fub-lcAurer of a puifne 
gentleman of the houie, to whom l>e delivers his bag of books and 
papers, and tljeri repair^ unto the parliament houfe to breakfail ; 
"which ended,, he goes into the hall, where^ the whole fociety cxpefts 
his coming; aiid reftingat the cupboard, doth there take the oaths 
of fuprcmacy and allegiance ; then he takes his place towards the 
lower end of the bench table, where the iub-leAurer doth firft, with 
an audible voice, read over the flatute, or af leaft that branch of it 

^ that he hath chofen to read on. 

This ended, the reader begins with a grave fpeech, cxcufing his 
own weaknefs, with define of their favourable cenfures ; and con- 
cluding with the reafons wherefore he made choice of thaf ftatute. 
Then ne delivers unto them his diyifiotjis made upon the flatute, which 
are more or fewer, as he pleafeth, and then puts ten or twelve cafes 
upon his iirft divifiori ; of the which the puifne cupboard- man, before 
fpoken of, makes choice of one to argue, and in his a^gument en- 
deavours what in him lyes to oppofe the reader's conclulion. After 
him follow the reft of the cupboard-men Handing at the cupboard ; 
then the benchers, who are placed on a form oppofite to thd reader, 
argue in their turnes ; apd Utt of all, the reader himielf, who maintains 
his own conclufton ; and oftentirnps fuch judges or ferjeants at the law 
as are of this fociety, come to argue the reader's cile, who at fuch 
time come alwaycs in their purple robes and fcarlct hoods, and are 
placed on a form oppofite to the benchers, with their backs to the 
leader. ". ^ \ 

All arguments being ended, dinner is ferved in, where he enter- 
tains the company with a great feall at his own table, with addition 
of one difh extraordinary unto every mefs throughoitt the hall. 

"When dinner is ended, and the cloth taken away, the fub-leflurer 
repairs unto him with his bag of books; and then cue of the cup- 
board-men repeats another of his cafes, and argues it againft him ; 
after whom follows the reader with an argument in maintenance of his 
0Wn conclulion ; and fo that 4a>*s cxcrcife is ended. This 
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This courfe he obferves three dayes in a week, untill the end of t]^ 
reading, viz. eveijrMunday, Wcd'ncidtjr, and Friday, the other inter- 
mediate da/es being fpent in feafting and entertainment of ftrangers, 
who are commonlv great lords and other eminent perfons ; but be th6 
gueils of never fo high a decree, the reader within the procinds of the 
Jioufe hath precedence of them ; and at the table Iceeps hit chair at 
the upper end. His expences during this time of reading are verjf 
great, infomuch as foroe have fpent above fix hundred pounds in two 
days lefs than 4 fortnight, which now is the gfual time of reading. 

Although latter times and examples h^ve added to the excefs ; yet 
heretofore, when they were moft fru^I, a competent proportion for 
entertainment of grangers (which was held to be a lullre and honor 
to the houfc) was ever expei^ted from them^ and in {om^ fort hath 
been prefer! bed unto them, as in part appears by an order of the 
bench, made in the reign of king Philip and Mary ; wherebv every, 
fummer reader was enjoyned to fpend fifteen bucks in the hall during 
his time of reading, on pain of . . . marks. And ihortly after (to 
avoid all occafion of fupcrfluous expence) by another order, in the 
reign of the fame kin^ and queen, tne reader was enjoyned not to ex- 
ceed thofe fifteen bucks ; but the times are altered ; there being few 
fummer reader;, who in half the time that heretofore a reading was 
wont to continue, fpent io little as threefcore bucks, beiides red deer: 
fome have fpent fourlcore, ibme an hundred, whpreof one brace of 
bucks are commonly bellowed on New Inne, to feafl the ftudents 
Uiere ;^ and the neighbour parilhes'^o the Temple do alfo taite of the 
leader's bounty in this kind : yet. fome help the rjeader hath from the 
Jioufc, which allows every fingle reader one hogfhead of wine, or live 
pounds in money ; and a fpecial admittance of any gentleman into the 
iioufc, orfive pounds more in lieu thereof. Befides, in thclattwe.k 
of his reading, a great and coflly fetit is provide4 for the entcrtaju- 
nient of foreign ^mbalTadours, earls, lords, and men of emineui qua- 
lity ; which, although it be call'd the reader^s fcaft, yet he bears no 
. i*ai t of the charge, the fame being impofed on four gentlemen of the 
houfe, whom they call flcwards of the feafl, wjjcrpof two are utter- 
barifiers, and the other two under the bar, whofe charge is now at the 
leafl ten pounds a-piece, but- btretofore lefs; for by an order made 
34 Eliz. they were to be at no farther- charge then five pounds a man. 

Heretofore the reading continued by the fpace of a month, aftcN 
wards three weeks, but of later times no more ijian a fortnight, bc-^ 
ginning; commonly on tl^c Monday, and ending the Fryday fennighj 
following ; on which day the reader (after breakfall) comes unto tHc 
cipboard, V/iih his auiilantj and cupboard- men, and there makes i 
i^iHve and fbort fpeech to iheiw, tending to theexcufc of ^is weaknefs, 
with delire ot jiardon for his errors committed, which forthwith is an- 
Iwcitd by ihciiioit Jiitieut bencher then prefent, who extoUeth the 
reacici's oounty ai)d learnia;;, concluding with many thapks unto him;^ 
wiiicii elided, he taltth his ufiial place, and having put his cafes up- 
on thedivilion of ihai day, two of the cupboaid-men argue o^ie of 
thoft tafcs, ai*d a third deiircs to knov/ Mr. Reader's opinion therein 
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i^c next term ; "whereupon the reader arifeth without making any art 
^nment at all, and taking his leave of the fociety, retires unto hit 
chamber, and prepareth himfelf for his journey homewards, wherein 
the young Audents and many others do ufually accompany him for 
ihat daye's journey, bringing him forth of the town with great ftatc 
and folemnity ; and at night beftowe a great fupper upon him }n his 
inne at their own charges, and the liext morning part company. 
^ Yet here the formal part of the reading ends not \ for tic ntft par- 
liament of the next term, when the benchers there affeitibled have 
.difpatched their other aifairs, this new reader is ient for to come 
amongft them ;. where being come, and takeing the lowefi feat of the 
room, one of his affiftants (who commonly is the next precedent 
reader) being hy tlie bench called to give an account of the reading, 
make» a ^eat oration unto them, declaiing the great learning and 
charge of the reader, together with the fta'tute that he read upon, and 
his divifions thereupon made, with other words," tending wholy to 
the reader's commendation. In anfwer whereof, the reader makes 
another grave oration in his own e^ctife, magni^ing the learned ar- 
guments of his aiRfiants and cupboard-m>:n, as alfotke good behavi- 
our of the young gentlemen^ with thanks to them all for fo patiently 
bearing with his infimiiiies. After which the bench givjcs him thanks, 
(and fi> they all together fit dowd to fupjper ; at what time (and not 
before) the refider is an abfolute anci confirmed bencher, and hath 
voice with thrreft in all fticceeding parliaments ; a{id is for the two 
next readings chofen one of the affiA^nts to thofe readers. But note, 
,iliat before the new reader is thus called into the parliament houfe, 
the bench receiveth |>articular information of his carriage and pro- 
ceedings'durtng the time of his reading ; and if they finde him guilty 
of any great fault,* they fet ar good* fine upon ^is head, or make fiicn 
Other cmiers an j nil him as they think fitting. 

Note alio, that in antieni times' the former reskder, by a cullom ufed 
in this fociety, was to be iteward of the hoiifc for the tim^ of Chriit- 
mafs ; but this cuflome was aboliihed by an order made ah. 4 $liz. 
whereby fome other fellow 6i the fociety (fit in refpcA of hi^ eflate) 
was to be chofen ileward, and th|» reader to be fp^red, paying a rea« 
fbnable fine for the fame ; the which fine is now turned into a brawn 
and mufkadine, v^hich the fummer reader doth beftew on the gentle- 
men of the houfe at Chriitmas before, the charge thereof amounting 
10 about four pounds. * 

Yet^a readerfs trouble and charge here ends not ; for in the term 
time the cafe is orderly kept every day after dinner, afweli amongft 
the benchers as utter- barrifters and fludents •, the manner thereof be- 
ing thus, viz. one of benchers (beginning Gomm<>nly at the puifne, 
and fo the refl in turn) puts a fhort cafe, confifling of two or three 
difficult qucflions in the law of his own invention. • The cafe being 
"int from one mefs to another throughout the table, they divide them- 
elves by three in a company, and fo argue it, the party that framed 
the cafe being the lail of the company that argues it, but all the reft 
argue according to their antiquity, beginning at the puifnc. The 
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like U .donfc hv a ^lie put b/ one of the utter- barifters, which rujif 
througli the whole table, and is argued in like companies as afore- 
iaid ; which kind of exercife doth bo^h whet their wits and ftrcngthcA 
their nienioij. 

Befidef theie daily exercifes, there are (as hath been before remem- 
hrcd) mootes ei^erj Tuefday and Thurfday night brought in by two 
otter- barriHers, wherein the benchers proceed as foUoweth ', imme- 
diately after fupper the benchers aflemble themfelvcs in the bay' win- 
dow at the up|)er end of the hall» where Handing in order, according 
to their antiquity, there repairs unto them two gentlemen under the 
bar, whofe turn it is to recite the pleadings; who, after a low obey- 
iance, deoMod whether it be their pleafure to hear a moot, and de- 
part with an affirmative anfwer. Then' the bfcnchers appoint two 
amongft thcmieivcs to argiie the cafe, befidies one oif the readers eledl, 
who ftaJiifs not in their aSembly, and is to be allwayes one (as hath 
been iaid). Wherein note, that every man is appointed according to 
his turn, as thus; the benchers of this fociety are divided into two 
feveral ranks or clafles , viz. the upper claiTeii confining of the aunci* 
enty, and the lower of the puifnes. Now at the fiift moot of every 
tourn the puifne of the lower rank and the puifne of the upper rank 
are firft to argne, and fo afterwards of the reft in their turns : which 
order was (as it feems) devifed, to the end every bencher might once 
in a term ar^e ^t one of thofe mootes. 

When it is agreed on who are to argue, all the benchers depart 
out of the hall, kavii^ the reft of the company there : the two ar^ 
guers walk a turn in the court or garden, untill the hall be prepared 
and made ready for them -, which being done, they return into the hall, 
and fta^ at the cupboard, demanding if the mootmen be ready. Dur- 
ing their ftay at the cupboard there is oftentimes a cafe put unto them 
by one of tne utter-bar, which is termed a cupboaidrcafe, and when 
the two benchers have argued it, then the party that put the fame, 
doth alfo ai^e it ; but this is on the by : for there is no neceflity foi* 
any fuch cupboard-caie ; neither is it any part of the exercife of 
the houie, and therefore it is but feldome done, though every 
utter-bartfter may, at his pleafure, put a cupboard-cafe *, and being 
put, it if by cuftome to be argued. 

. But to return to the mooting : all parties being readyt the two 
benchers appointed to argue, together with the reader eleft, take 
their places at the bench table, the auncient bencher fitting in the 
midft, the fecond on his right hand, and the reader clc^ on his left : 
then the mootmen alfo take their place, fitting on a form clofe to the 
xupboard, and oppofite to the bencher. On the one fide of them fits 
one of the ftudents, that recites the pleading, and the other on the 
other fide. The pleadings are firft recited by the ftudents, then the 
cafe put and argued by the barifters, and laftly by the reader eledt and 
benchers, in manner aforcfaid, who all three argue in Englilh ; but 
the pleadings are recited, and cafe argued by the utter-barifiers in law 
French. The moot being endetl, all parties return to the cupboard, 
where the mootmen prefent the benchers with a cup of" beer and a' 
flicc of breads analo the exercife for that night is dnded. So 
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So that no i|ian, though of jiever fo great antiquity in theliott&, it. 
privilcdgcd from kctping the excrcifes of the houfe ; thofc onlj ex- 
cepted which are paft their reading,' apd have n^ver read. ^ 
Again, after this great charge of reading, b^ theanlient orders of the 
(houie (though of late years difufed) he is in his turn to read again, 
and then is called a double reader : but there is not fb great expencc 
in diet exi>e(^ed from him, as from a fingle reatler, and yet he hath a 
greater allowance from the houfe towards his charges. The antient 
ufe hath been (before fuch time As the proteiTors of the law did mul- 
tiply to that number as now they are) to chooie but one lingle reader 
in a y^ar, who alwayes read in fummer ; and for Lent vacation a dou- 
ble reader was ajppointed ; fo as in thoie days men came to be fingle 
readers at 15 or 16 years landing in the houfe, apd read double about 
feven ydars after ; but if that courfe fhould be now obierved, the nun»- 
ber of utter-barilters being fo great, manr other would not live to 
read at all, or be very old ere they did attain thereto./ 

Thefe readers and- benchers do enjoy divers priviledges above the 
reft of the fociety : for firlt they arc governours of the AOuie, and in 
their parliament afiemblies have power to malte orders to bind the 
refl; and cut of parliament, have power alio at the bench table to 
puniih fuch as fhall tranf^^^refs their onlers, either by fine, for&iture 
of their chambers, putting out of commons, or expulfion from the 
)ioufe; but not by imprifonment. , 

Secondly, every iingle reader is allowed one clark in commons, 
paying only 2s. 6d. the week ;. and every double reader two clarks in 
commors at the like allowance of one ^lark a-piece in commons. 

Thirdly, every reader, during the timfc of his reading, hath power 
to admit any into' the fociety, paying the ufual rate forhu admittance; 
viz. five mar^s for a geiicral admittance, and five pounds for a fpe- 
cial admittance : and tnis is to be underftood onlv of fuch as intend 
to be Undents ; but of lords, knights, and fuch like, he may admit, 
fans nombre, any without paying any fine for fuch admittance. Be- 
. fides,- heretofore (as hath been noted) a iingle reader was allowed to 
call two to the bar during his time of reading, and a double^reader 
four : but of lau noiie have been called to the bar, except at the ge- 
Beral calls, and by the whole bench in parliameiic. 
' Fourthly, a bencher hath this privilege, that his ion is to pay no- 
thing for his admittance into the houfe, or into any chamber; but 
thisnath lYot been, always fo, the favour being gi anted them by an 
order in their parliament an. 25 Eliz. 

Fifthly, every bencher is permitted to have a chamber to himielf, 
without a chamber-fellow, whereas others go two to a chamber, and 
this priviledgt? alfo began by an order in parliament made an. 2o£lia. 
where all bci^chers are .included, as well readers as others. . They 
likewife have choice of the chambers that fall void, and ]^ay no fine 
for their admittance thereunto. And in this master of choice, a 
Veader, alkhoujgh puifne, is preferred before any aiTociat to the bench, 
Jbeing his auntient, lor which there was a late order made an. 14 Jac. 

The 
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The ibenchers alio do come within the bar at the chappel qf the 
Rolls, and £t there promiicuoiifly amongft the ferjeants at law, and 
the king'f and queen's councel learned. They are like wife heard by 
the matter of the RolU in cour^, and before all utter- ban flers, be- 
ing called in by him (from the utter-bar) fo foon as helirft hath notice 
ol their being called to the bench in their^ refpcAive focieties. 

If any member of this fociety be made recorder of the city of Lon- 
don, he is to be the next reader, though he be not of reader-itanding. 

It fell out in the year 1635. thst Sir Henry Calthorg, knight (then 
the queen's foUiciior general) was made recorder of London ;' and 
thereupon, in Michaelmas term, he w^s by the benchers in patlia- 
ment declared to be the next Lent reader following, and before Mr. 
Raphe Lathum (who was then the cily ferjeant andhis immediate an- 
tient): notwlthftanding which a£t of parliainent, and declaration by 
their mafterihtps made thereof unto t)ie fociety, afterwards, upon the 
death of Sir Walter Pye, SirHenry.Calthorpe^ being made the king's 
attorney in his court ot wards, and dcferting the recorder (hip, the 
term following Mr. Lathum would not give way to Sir Henry, but 
took his turn in courie, according to his antiquity, and did readT in 
Lent following. ' ' 

Sixthly,, ferjeants at law have alwayes been chofen from amongft 
the readers ; yet the power of the prince is not to be difputed wben- 
foeyer he fhall pleafe to call, any nian to that degree who never read, 
which hath been feldome fcen. And if any perfon receive a feijeant's 
wrh, either in Hillary term returnable in £alter term, or in ^nniij 
term returnable in Michaelmafs, fo as there be a reading time between 
the receipt and the return of the ^rit, the party to M^om fuch writ is 
icnt is to read in that next valuation, whether he hath before read or 
not; and albeit lye hath before been a double reader, yet that wu- 
feth him not. And in all general calls of ferjeants br writ, return- 
able as abovefaid, the puifne of them is to' read in the vacation fol- 
lowing; otherwife it is, in cafe and when there is no reading vacation 
between the telle and return of the writ. 

Note alfo, that if there be a reader elefted and nominated in par- 
liament and afterward another receives a ierjeant's writ, in fuch cafe 
both of them, by the orders of this houfe, are to read ; viz. the fer- 
jeant in refpe^ of his degree is to fupply the firft week of the read- 
ing, and the reader eledt the fecond week: but if a ferjeant"s 
writ be delivered to a reader of this focietv before any nomination in 
parliament of any reader, theif it feems tne ferjeant alone is to fup- 
ply the whole n^xt reading. / 

Likewife Jf arty member of this houfe receive a ferjeant's writ, he 
Ss then forthwith placed at the upper end of the kench table above 
all other readers, as being a ferjeant eleft, though not compleat; 
and nQtwithflanding fiich his writ, he continues ftill' a bencher, and 
in commons, untill the day of fc^emnity, and receiving of the coif; 
^t which time he takes his leave of 'the houfe in" this manner :- 

Tl\c morning of that day, all the bcnchfrs, Barrifter^s and ftudents 

* of 
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of this ibcie^y meet in the hall, whither comes the feneant eled ; to 
whom the treafurer of the houfe makes a grave and learned fpeech, 
and in the conclufion thereof, prefents him(as from the whole fociety) 
with a purfe, and ten pounds therein ; which done« the eiedt ferjeanc 
makes a congratulatory oration ; which fuin of money is raifcd by " 
a colle^ion from every one of the fociety, viz. 5s. 4d. a-piece. But 
note, that the laft moot night before the creation of thefe ferjeants, 
all the eledt ferjes^nts fit at the moot, on a form, not on the bench^ 
and there argue the cafe. But albeit a ferjean't at the law doth in 
laanner aforefaid take his leave of the fociety, yet he ihall remain a 
member thereof to fbme purpoies -, and therefore ftill keeps his cham- 
ber, untill he be prefentd to one of the Serjeant's Junes; yet ibme 
hold, that this is rather bv favour of the houfe than of right. Befides» 
if a ferjeant at law be fuipended from his degree, by reafbn of any 
office given unto him by the king, as if he. be called to be the king's 
attorney general or follicitor, in fuch cafe he returns again into com« 
oions in the fociety without any new admittance. Moreover, when 
any ferjeant at law of this fociety is made a judge, he is accompanved 
to Weftminfter hall by all the fellows of the houie, as being a fellow 
member with him *, and being a judge, the bench refort unto him of- 
tentimes for his advice and albftance in matters touching th« govern- 
ment of the houie. 

A reader alfo takes place, not only within this focietv, but elie*^ 
where abroad, of all fucn as have not been readers, thougn their aun- 
cients ; fo doth an utter-^fri'd^r, as was declared by an order of the 
bench, made an. 9 Jac. whereby utter- bariflers were not to have an- 
tiquity at rhc mootes abroad above others of the houfe their aunci- 
ents» and not of the bar. Howbeit, In the former cafe of a reader, 
fome fay, that a reader in his Own houfe only takes place of the aun« 
cients that have not been readers, and like wife abroad of all thofe 
who are paH their reading, .but not of fuch as are their auntients, and 
whdfe turn is not yet to come to read. But clear it is, that a bencher 
within his own fociety gives place to none but his auncients that have 
read, unlefs to fiich as are advanced to fome eminent office or place ; 
and therefore, if hispuifne be made a knight, yet within the houfe 
he hath precedence 01 him; but if his puifne be made the king's at- 
torney general, foUicitor, recorder of London, or the like, in fuch 
cafes he takes precedency of his auntients, both within the houfe and 
abroad. 

Eightly, a reader was wont have to refped abroad, as to be heard 
in the King's Bench, and other courts of Juflice, before others. 

Another fort of pcrfons there are, who lit at tjie bench table, who 
are not benchers in truth, btit affiilants or affociates, and have no 
voice in parliament, nor government over the houfe. Thefe, by 
reafbn of tome eminent place or office which they hold, are by the 
favour of the bench permitted to fit amongfl them, as mafters of the. 
requeilf, mafters of the chatacerv, and fuch like. Touching which 
perfons the hOufe hath lately ufea this difference, that mailers of the 

bench 
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bcack fit at tlie u^per end 6f tKe table •, But mailers of t&e chancerv^ 
^ccor^ing^ to their antiqnitjr, or as they come. 

Thi^fc pcrfons were, heretofore wont to be admitted gratis ; but b/ 
an order of the houfe made in parliament an. 27 £11 z. none was tp 
be received as aflbciate or affiftant to the bench, without paying xol.* 
im platCi O' other proviiiofl towards the furniihino; of the bench table.' 
And bjr a later order in parliament made an. 14 Jac. the fine is in- 
creaiea to an hundred marks, to be paid to the treafurer to the vji of 
the houfe. ,...". 

Tl^e ajGTociate' is not tied in all things to fuch regularity as the 
benchers are; for tliey come into the hall. in their hats, wjiereas the 
benchers come in round caps, according to the anti^nt ufe. Befides, 
ihe dOTocrate is hot tied to keep the caie after dinner, nor to fit at 
mootes: yet there have been affociats fo tyej, viz. thpft who being 
paft their reading^^ and yet afterwards^ by reafon* of their gravity anj 
learning, received to the Ijench tabic j touching whotm ihcre 'vy^as an 
order in parliament made an. 11 Ellz. that tliey were to be accounted 
benchers, favipg that they were not to have any voice or. place in par- 
liamenty' nor in ordering matters of the houfe, but to jGit at qiQotes as 
other benchers. .... 

Note alfo, that ili*t aflbciate is not of right preferred to any chamber 
in the houfe, nor to .have his choice w[hen any falU yoi^ > neither is 
he to fit at re veils a'mongft the other behcHcrs. 

Tl^ere are o^her perions alfo that ^are (in truth) to, all purpofes 
benchers^ aqd, jet I in feme refpefts, have prehemincnce above them ; as 
are ferjeantjs at the Javjr eled, which are fuch benchers of. tlie houfe. 
as receive writs to be called to the ftate .and degree of, a ferjeant at» 
the law. Tbicfc, between the delivery of the writ uijto them and the 
return thereof^ remain iiill benchers, and tak;e their place at the up- 
per end of the bench ti^bU abpvc all tKe reft. 

There is lij^ewjfe; an officer, called the bayliff of the mootes, who 
is ele^ed always vipon the Saturday injime^iately aftei* dii^ner bclpr^ 
every reading. He i$ exempt from all manner of cxcrclfes during the 
rtading time, in );efp(p6t that he is t^ receive all the moot cafes, wiiich 
all the readers of the innes of cpurt ^d Chancery do go out upon ; 
and then he doth 4i&gn .to all gentlei];ien thiat are moot-me^ (as well 
theni of the bar as linder-graduates of this focicty) tg go put in their 
turns, and todiredl them to what innes, and upon what cafes tl^ey ar^ 
to go out ^P9P» an^ to fee thsjt they 4o accoidinglv ; alfo tl^at tKere 
be no faylers; which If there be» it 1^ five pounds forfeiture to him 
that, is ?£&gn.^(l>. and Z9^' a pi^^e to all tjxp other moots^-men in com- 
mons, who are not afligned by the fiid bayliA to go out (a.t the fame 
time) unto fbme other innes of Chancery, and it is five pounds for- 
feiture to the bayliffi if he do not fee tKe fame fayler recorded by the 
puifiie butler in ^emoQt-book.^ He/is alfo to fee, that all the moot 
cafes be like wife' recorded* ahd that all the mootes qiens names be 
recorded i|vKo did go out upon tKofe ^afes; and he is to dire^ the 
ci>o]f( to dreis a maae difli tor every couple of mootes men tliat go out 

together. 
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ic^ctfaer, ^hich they are tohavi at 'the next meal fbjlowiiig, heiides 
Mr. Reader's exctieatngs. - Ete is ilfo to fee, that the mootes men do 
pay their d^e fees unto . the poifne butler for recording their mooict. 
This oiBcetf' it eligible (at the time before mcBtMxicd) only by a par* 
liament of barriiters, and luch under'^gra^oatesas have been formerly 
moots men {^ none elie ofthe* foeiety having any voce at their election. 
Touehing fi«es, there are feveral ibrts;[^firft for adknittances into 
the houfe. Into a chamber; or finbns imp^d for any offence, ffonm 
hgendo, ^c^ which ase uncertain and arbitrary, according to the plea- 
fure of the bench. By forfeiture is ^nderftood fuch penalty for any 
negledl or mildemeanour, as are alwayes certain aad- known before- 
hand; as 1 2d. for every one thdt comes, either into the church of 

' hall, in a hat^: or without a round cap \ likcwifc 3?. 4d. of every one 
that lails his attendance at the iblemn. revelU ; or of. every utter-bar- 
rifter that attends not at -the parliament, when the bench Cjalls foi^ 
them ; aifo of every utter-barrifter 40s. who neglcfteth tO moot, be* 
ing aiiignf^d. He that commits a faykr, being affigned; iorfeitethi 
for the ftrft bffcnce five marks v fop every fayler afterwards 5 L They 
who are bound to keep vacations and tail, under the bar, for every 
Vacation do forfeit aos. and being barrift^rs 5L 

Laftly^. ]penfioiis are ceruin monys paid yearly by t^tvf one of th6 
foeiety; vj^. ^^-.Sd* per ai^njom ; but the fum is payable by ood. af 
term, whiclji is alike paid, both by^thc fludents, utter-barrifte»sv and 
benchers, wh^ti^^r .they be inc<»nhiOBS Or i^ot : for thoi^ any man, 
being of thts foeiety, difcontinue divers years; yet whenibever he 
comes again j he is called upoh to. pay all airearages ; howbeit, if 
there be lany reafonable excufe for his abfenee, the treafurer (who 
hath fole power therein) yrill compound with him at an eafier «ate. 
Which moi^ys fb received are by trie treafnrer's diredion ^ifburfed, 
partly for mcpefTaries belonging to the houfe, as table-linen, coles, 
pewter- veflclly wages for ofi«ers and muikians ; and partly repauati- 
ons or new Buildinga ; which laii are never undertaken, but by the 
general appFobjition and.^allowance of the whole bench in parliament. 
And the^. repii^rs^tions arc whoMv left to the diicretion of t)ie treafurer,' 
who, by the antient cuAom o£ mt houie, ought to fee tp the repair 
of all tilings of chambers and the like ; as allb to the glafs windows, 
and other neceifary repairs of ewry bencher's chamW, leaving things

Fryers houfe, whkh fome time uood in Holburnc, and that houfe of 
Kalph Nevil, bilhop of Chicheller, and chancellour of England, ^hich 
was built by (</) him in the time of king Henry the third, upon a cer- 
tain piece of ground and a garden, that he had there obtained {e) of 
the faid king; of which building, and of the death of that bilhop, 
thus fpeafeeth Math. Paris, anno Domini 1645, Feneralibus pater eprj- 
topus Ciceftrenjis RedulpJius d$ Nevilhy cancellariiis Anglian *vir per omnim 
laudahilis\ & itnmota coUmna in regm negctiis^fidelitatts^ Londini, in nobili 
pcdacio fuQ^ <juod a fundamentis^ fton proeul a novo Templo conftruxerat^ 
Col. Febr^ar^i vitam ternporakm terminavit perpetuam adepturus* 

After this Raph Ncvill, Richard de Wihtz (commonly called St- 
Richard) had alfo his refidence (f) here. But in the next age Henry 
Lacy carl of Lincolne qecamc poffeft thereof, and refided in it 5. where* 
upon, as many other great houfes did in thofe days take denomination 
from their owners, this had then accordingly the name of Lincolne's 
Inne, and hath ever iince been fo called. 

Of this Henry earl of Lincolne is the tradition. fti 11 current amongft 
the antients ; that he, about the beginning of king Edward the ic* 
cond's time, being a perfon well af&fted to the knowledjge of the 
lawes, firft brought in the profeffors of that honourable ancf neceflary 
Hudy to fettle in this place ; but direift proot thereof from good au- 
thority I have not as vet feen any ; howbeit, in aftertimes, certain (^) 
it -is, that the fucceeding biihops of Chichcfter, of whofe inheritance 
it was, did let leafes of it unto the fludents of the law, re&rving a 
certain rent and lodgings for themfelves upon their repair to London ; 
"Whereof one to (A) Francis Syliard, a bencher of the houfe, temp. 
Hen. VII. in which year Rooert Sherborne, ^then biihop of Chichcf^ 
ter, made a new leafe (?) thereof unto Wilfiam Syliard (likewifc a 
iludent of this houfe, and fbn to the laid Francis) for ninety and nine 

J ears, under the yearly rent of 61. 13s. 4d. >vnich leafe ended at 
lichaelmas in anno 1634. 

After this leafe fo made to the faid William, as abovefaid, Richard 
Sampfon, one of the fuccecdilig bifhops of that fee, did by his deed 
(Ji) bearing date i Julii 28 (anno 1556) pafs the inheritance thereof, 
and of the garden called Cotterell garden, or Cony Garth, to the faid 
William Syliard and Euflace his brother ; which grant was confirmed 
(/) by the dean and chapter of Chicheller the nrft of Augufl then 
next enfuing; the faid William then being one of the uihers of king 
Henry the eighth's bedchamber. 

The inheritance therefore being thus in thefe two brothers; and 
Euflace furviving, Edward fon and heir of the faid Euflace, by his 
deed (m) bearing date 12 November, 22 Eliz. in confideration of the 
fum of five hundred and twenty pounds, conveyed to Richard King- 
fnrill, and the refl of the then benchers here, this houfe, garden, &c. 
in fee ; whereupon a fine was levyed by him the faid Edward and his 
wife. .,

OF what form or compofition thifc houfe was, when Henry Lacy 
earl of Lincoln (from whom it took denomination) left it,I|can- 
not at all deicribe*, nor have I met with any thing of its alteracioh 
till Henry the fcventh's time ; but in 6to. of that king's reign, the fo- 
cictv getting in fome money, partly by. contribution, («) and partly 
by loan; (0) within two years after (viz. in t Hen. Vll.) they pulled 
(/>) down the old hall, though they made no great haft in ereding a 
new one ; for till '(y) 22 Hen. VIL (which was fourteen years after) 
I do not perceive it was iinifhed ; within the compafs of which time, 
viz. in 13 Hen. VII. I find that John Netherfale (laic one of the fo- 
ciety) bequeathed (r) forty marks, partly towards the' building of a 
library here, lor the benefit of the fludents of the laws of England, 
and partly, that every prieft of this houfe then being, or hereafter to 
be, who fhould celebrate mafs and other divine fervice every Friday 
weekly, fhould then fing a mafs of requiem ; and alfo in the time of 
the faid noafs, before his firfl lavature, fay the pfalm of Je profwndisy 
v^ith the orizons and collets accuflomed, for the foul of the faid 
John. 

But this good work of the hall being perfccfted, they were drawn 
on further ; for the next enfuing year (viz. 23 Hen. VII.) they began 
(#) to make brick, and to contrad (/) with mafons for the ftone-worjt 
of another fa brick, viz. the great Gatchoufe Tower, unto which Sir 
Thomas Lovell, formerly a member of this fociety, but then treafurer 
of the houfhold to king Hjcnry the feventh, was a good bcnefaftor ; 
(tt) fetching their timber (jcJ by water from Henley upon Thames. 
And in 24 Hen VII. they nnifhed the library, as may appear (^y) by 
the charge in feeling of it, then accounted for : but the work of the 
Gate Tower went llowly enough on ; for till the ninth of Henry the 
ci^th (which was nine years after) that the faid Sir Thomas Ix>veU 
gave {z) money to expedite it, I find no more thereof; which bounty 
of his lb far drew on the refl of the focictv, that in 11 Hen. \Ili. 
all then in commons were taxed («), and farther order (^) nrjade for 
the fpecdy payment in of the moneys ; as alfo 40I. over and above 
allowed (c) out of the publick trea fury of the houfe, for ptifeding 
of that flrUdure ;, fo that in 12 Hen. VIII. it was .totally iinifhed, 
thcvwhole charge thereof amounting (a?) to 15 3I. 105. 8d. William 
Sultard being then the principal expcnditor (/) for the work ; and the 
brick and tile ufe<l for the fame being di^;ged (f) out of that piece of 
ground then called the Coneygarth, lying on the wdllide of the houfe, 
adjoyning to Lincoln's Inn Fields ; in whole accompt (^) I find 
161. 7s. 5d. paid for forty-three cart-load of free-llone, together 
with the wrought-work of the chimneys, and carving the arms over

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the fM gate. But the ggtcu of woori ^ere not rcfolvecl on till the 
^Sik of Hci^ry the eighili, for then ikere was an ofder (A) in their 
councel for tKcm, as alfo for mating of more brick for another new 
buiWing, whereof Mr. William Heyden () the elder (one of this fo- 
cicty) was principal fljpcrvifoi and x'xpeiiditor ; the ftm^ buivlduig 
containing (^) nine chambers, and being (/) three ftoriea high on the 

;oftcrn fide of the houlc towards the field, which was beguji (/«) i» 
Mnitj term 27 Hen. VIII. the total charge thereof amounting (») 
to 1091.' 8s. 4d. 

Ine next year following, Viaj. 34 Hen. VIII. there was an order 
(0) in thciir councell for paving the Hreet with ftone all alo»g before 
this houie and orarden, in purluance of an ^^(p) of parliament to 
that end made m 32 Hen. VIII. for paving of the whole ftreet callctl 
Chancery- lane ; the charge (y) whereof (viz. fo far as concerned this 
Kouie) amounted to 4^1. ob. 

But thougji the fabrick of the hall was finifhed in 2i Hen. VlIL 
(as I have already obfervcd) the loover (or labthorn) thereon^.was not 
Jet up till 6 £dw. VL for in that year the charge was aoeouBted (r) 
for« the carpenters work and timber an;iDuntin^ to 45s. The fmitn's 
for the vane 8s. the gilding thereof us. the plummers work 7I. 10$. 
atnd the g^afiers work 31s. On the outfide whereof in kad the armet 
of Lacy earl of Lincoln, with Q^Incy^ and the earl of Chefter's coat, 
are ftill to be feen 

In the firft and fecond of Philip and Mary the walk (s) under the 
trees in the Coneygarth was made. 

The next of the ftru^ures wais the kttchin, whnclt by an aft (A in 
tlieir councel, in the third and fourth of Philip and Mary^ was order- 
ed to be new built of brick, with a wall and gates ; for fupportiAg 
the cKarge whereof eVery one of the fociety at the clerk's conunoBS 
was alTened at 1 3s. 4d« every one of the makers commons 20s. ajxt 
every of the mailers of the bench 36s. 8d. befides a benevolence from 
any as would give above that proportion. 

And in i £liz. there was sfn order («) made^ that a. brick wall and 
|;ates ihould be fei up on the baekfide of the houfe, for the better aud 
more convenient inclofure thereof; and that the gates ihould be made 
en the forefide the houfc towards the ftreet ; which (it feems) not- 
withilanding that dire<5lion ita 2$ Hen. VIIL were not then done; 
but nothing was performed therein I prcftime ; for in 4 Elia. new di- 
region (x) was given for the making of three thouiand brick in (^) 
the Coneygarth ; and Mr. Newdigatc (a member of the fociety) to be 
furvcyor of the iame ; which was accordingly effcAed, and tea fhii- 
lings allowed (z) to the panyermaa, in refpe(^ of his lofs in the herb- 
age of that place by reafon cf this brick-making there; the faid brick 
1>cing imployed (a) for inaking of the wall all along the gardes fide

The next ej?iuing year^vi^. 8 Elii ) it was ordered, (f) that a fair 
and beautiful wall ihould'^e made on the (>ackfide of this hotife, in 
Jiich ibrtas Mr. j^empe, Mr. Salvc*yn, and Mr. Hayden ihould thiak 
m6ft fit :\and lilctwifc a feller, (^) and a way into t&e.chapell; a« 
arfcfo proviiion of tijnfecr (A) and other neccfiarles for more butldingSt 
to be begun at Candleii^ai fcllowinf;; which buHdings being thoft 
pn the north M part of the quadrangle, and on which the fum (Ji) of 
415!'. lis. lid, was c;spended, were finished in the tenth year m the 
ftid queen's reign, John i^ayden, JEfq, (one of the fociety) being fn- 
pcivifor (/) of the work. But rt leems that this flrnfture caineihoit 
of their occasions ; for in the ne-jctenfuiwg year (via. 11 E\\tJ) 127I. 
12s, 8d. more was ilffued (m) oiit of'theiT trcaiii/y, for the enlarging 
^l^ereof io length : and in i^fillz. the well was couverud (^)io a pump. 

After ifhis I find no more done till 24 £liz. but then, 2 Jiuii, it 
wai rciblyed ((?) by the go^^ernoun of this houfe, that eighty tun of 
ftone fliould be provided,' and 160 loads' of timber in the long vacati- 
on, and clay di^d for the making of bripks. And in February foU

And in 30 Elis. they further ordered (r), that if any feljow of this 
l»oufe Aould wear any hat in the h^U or chapnel, or go abroad to 
Lottdoa or Weftminfter without a giown, he ftiouid be put out of com-' 
snoof, and pay fuch a fine before his re-admit tanee, as the maftersof 
bench then m commons (hooJd a£kfs. And likewlfe^ that if any fellov 
of this houie fhould wear long hair, or great ruffs, he fhoiild aifo fae 
put out' of commons, and p#y fuch a Sne before he were remitted^ 
ts the mafiert of the bench then in commons Ibould aiiefs.

I. it was alio ordered (/), that what gentleman foever fhould 
come into the hall at meal time with any other upper garment then a 
gown, he Ihould be^fufpended for being a member pi the fociety. 

And as this care was taken for regularity lu their apparel, io alfo 
Were the like good rulc5 eftabliihcd concerning their beards ; for ia 
33 Hen. VIII. there was an order (w) made, that none of the fellowt 
ox this houfe, being in commons, or at his repaid, fhould wear a 
beard ; and whofodid, to pay double commons or >epafU in this houfe 
during fuch time as he fhould have any beard. But thi& order being 
not flridlly obferved, the penalty (x) was made greater in i Mariae ; 
vis. that fuch as had beards, fhould pay I2d. for every meal they con- 
tinued them; and every man to be fnaven, upon pain of putting out 
of commons. 

And in i Elit. it was further ordered (^), that no fellow of this 
houfe fhould wear any beard above a fortnight's growth; and that 
whoio tranfgrefs therein, iQiould for the firft offence forfeit 3s. 4d. to 
be paid and cafl with his commons ; and for the fecond time 6s. 8d. 
■in like manner to be paid and caft with his commons ; and the third 
time to be banifhed the houfe. 

But the fefhion at that time of wearing beards grew then fo pre* 
dominant, as that the very next year following, at a council held in 
this houfe upon the 27th of November, it was agreed and ordered 
(e), that all orders before that time made touching beards, fhould 
be void and repealed. 

In I Elia. there was likewife an order {a) made,' that no fellow of 
tlus fociety fhould wear any fword or buckler; or caufe any to be 
born after him into the toM(fn. And that in cafe any one fhould tran£> 
grefs therein, he fhould for the firft oflFence forfeit 3s. 4d. to be paid 
and caft with his commons ; for the fecond time 6s. 8d in like manner 
to be caft into commons ; and and the third time to banifhed the 
houfe. And in 8 Jac. it was further ordered (^), that no rapiers 
•ihould be worn in this houfe by any of the ibciety. 

And to prevent all difFcreaccs touching precedence amongft them, 
there.was an order (c) made ia 18 Jac. upon advife and confideration 
of the courfe held in other innes of court, and publick places of 
corporations, where additions "gain no precedence of their ancients, 
that no bencher being knighted, and made a mafter of the Chancery 
in ordinary, or either of them, fhould take place within the houfe, 
but in the courfe of antiquity, and not otherwife. 

Touching their fports and corporal exercifes, it was ordered (d) in 
32 Eliz. that not only all the fportings, late \vatchin^s, and exerci- 
fes, before that time yearly ufed on the hunting night; out alfo their

In 35 £liz. upon removal of one Mr. Charke, divinity reader in 
this houfe, the archbifhop of Canterbury wrote his letters, to the maf^ 
ters of the bench here to proceed in the choice of another ; who 
thereupon (6 Febr. the fame year) ordered (e), that there ihould be 
two learned men choien out of the univeriity of Oxford, and two^ 
others out of the univeriity of Cambridge, to read each of them 
quarterly a divinity leAure in the chapel here twice every week, and 
to preach upon the Sunday, and at fuch other times as there ihould 
be a communion appointed ; for the firft year they of Oxford to begin, 
and then for the other thofe of Cambridge. And that they ihould 
for this their pains have quarterly ten pounds a* piece; as alio their 
diet with the mailers of the bench in term time, and an the vacation 
times, when no table is kept for the benchers j their commons to be 
free with the mailers at the bar, at the publick charge of the houie. 

Publick Expenccs at great Solemnities. 

THE firil of thefe, whereof the rcgifter^s of this hduic do take 
any notice, was in 7 £dw. IV. (f) at the juils then held in 
Smithlield, betwixt Wydevile lord Scales, and the ballard fon of the 
« duke of Burgundy, upon a mandate received from the king by the four 
innes of court, that each*of them ihould furoilh out four ^fmed men 
for the faid king's guard, which was accordingly done, icaifolds being 
i«t up to fee the jufts, and the charges of all born by a rate. 

The next was at the coronation of king Henry the eighth, for the 
honour whereof they fpent {£) one hoglhead of claret wine, price 20s. 
and laid out iive pounds in making of fcafFolds at WeUmi after (A) to 
iUnd on for view of the juft and tiltings which are then exercifed. • 
' The third upon a mafk {/) in 1 1 Jac. prefentcd by this fociety before 
the king, at the marriage of lady Elizabeth, his daughter, to the 
prince elcdor palatine of the Rhcne, which coil no Icfs than 
1086I. 88. nd. 

Shortly after which, viz. in 14 Jac. at the creation of themoft illuf. 
trious Charles prince of Wales, they a^eed (^) upon a taxation of^ 
40s. a-piece from every bencher and aflbciate ; every barrifter and 
above 30s. every barrifter under fcaven years 20s. and every gentleman 
13$. 4d. for defraying the charge of the performances at the barriers 
in honour of that great folemnity. : 

And it is nolefs obiervable, that the motion (I) for that famous

The two chief juttices and chief b^ron, and all the rcfidue of the 
jufliccs of both benches, and the barons of the Exchequer, well per- 
ceiving that thefe late examples of ihort and few readings are fo dan- 
gerous, as they are not longer to be fuffcred, have thought it neceflfary 
that the fame readings and charges of the reader ihall be from thence- 
forth ufed as foiloweth : 

Firft, That all fingle readers, in every of the iaid houfet of court, 
fliall continue^very of their readings by the whole fpaceof three 
weeks, or till Friday in the third week after the beginning of every 
fuch reading at the leail ; and that there ihall be as many readings in

(7 Maii) tnerc was an agreement {m) at the cupboard 
by Mr. Attorney of the Dutchy, and all the readers then piefent, 
that the dinner on Good Friday, i^hich had been accuftomcd to be 
made at the cofts and charges of^ the chief cook, fhculd tlu nctforth 
be made at the cofts of the houfe, with like provifion as it had been 
before that time.

Anduhat in the vacation time there ihould be 
no wine allowed, except there were two readers or more in commons^ 
and then only one qiiart and no more. 

In 40 Eliz. (30 Jan.) it was farther ordered (r), that to avoid (Hi^ 
turbance and confuiion of feivice^ evegr gentleman of this.houie, not 
l>eing of the third table, who Ihould thenceforth go down to the dref- 
fer, either to fetch his own meat. or change the fame; or not prefentl/ 
to fir down to his meat when the fervitors have meifed him; or take 
meat by ffrong hand from fuch as ihould fervethem, to be put out of 
commons ipib fa dio. Likewile that none of the gentlemen of the 
third table ihould I'erve any gentleman out of rank, or courfe, Mpon 
pain of being put out of commons. And in the f»mc year (viz. 15 
Nov.) that (5) no wine Ihovld be allowed except in the term time, and 
in the weeks wherein the terms ihall begin and fend. 

Again in 41 Eliz- (20 Junii) it was alfo orderea (/), that no 
gentlemen of this houie fhould come down to the dreiTer to change 
any m*:ffe, or take any meffe of meat from any of the third table, or 
from any other oiEcer ; and that no gentleman ihould be ferved out of

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tank or couiTc : and that the order for payment of their cORVth6ns 
Ihould be every fortnight openly publifhcd in the hall. So alfo 17 
Oft. following, there was another order ('<) made, that no gentle- 
man of this houfe ihould go down to the clreffer in dinner or fuppcr 
time, to fetch or change any meife of hicat, to take any meat from 
any gentleman or officer, but be orderly ferved at their fevcral places, 
upon pain to forfeit five ihillings for every fuch offence, preicntly the 
iame week to be cafl into commons. 

And the next year following (viz. ii Fcbi 41 Eliz.) that fv) all the 
centlemen of this fociety who did lye in the houfe by the I'pacc of fix 
days in any one mcneth) and not in commons, fhould be put out of 
the hoirib, and lofe their c,hanabers, except a reaibnable caule; were 
ihewed, and the fame caufe allowed in pcnfion. Alfo in 43 illiz. (21 
Nov.) that (ji) no fellow of this houfe, then in commons,- or that 
thenceforth Ihould be in coiyimons, lliould go out of commons until 
he hath paid unto the iieward of the houfe for the tiine being ail 
which he fhould then owe him for commons, or other duties, upon 
pain of forfeiture of i Js. 4d. for every fuch defaulti according to an 
;rntient order made in king Edward the fixth's iim€ : and that the 
ileward fhould give information of fuch as fhould offend therein. 

In 6 Jac. (24 Nov.) it was ordertd {;>{), that every gentleman of 
this fbciety lodging in the houfe in any term, ihould be caft into com- 
mons a week in the term, and pay all duties to the houfr, or elfe his 
chambers to be feizcd: and in cale he had no chamber, then the chau.^ 
ber wherein he ordinarily doth lye. And in 8 Jac (22 Junii) that if 
any gentleman of this houfe ihould owe a fortnight's conmons, and 
not pay, then to be ipfo fadlo out of commons. Alio, that {a) if any 
gentleman fhould ^o out of co;i->mons, without paying his ccm^ 
mons, to forfeit for every fuch offence 1 3s. 4d. according to the aniient 
order of this houft, and the i^ewaid to fee the order performed. And 
in 10 Jac. (17 Junii) that (/>) commons ihenceibith fhould be certain, 
both in term and in vacatioh ; viz. at fix fhillings in term, and five 
Ihillings in vacatioh, and no more. Likewife, that all the gemlemtn 
of this honfe nifi in villa, fhould come into commons, both in term and 
vacation, according to the antient rules ol this houfe, and pay vrcehiy 
halfcommons< being cait in, though they be not in commons. Alio 
that thenceforth the by-roll iht-uld be aboJilhed, ^and ail caliing ihto 
commons, boltfayles, ard other amercianients pur in^rhe principal 
roll of commons, as of antitnt time had been ufcd. And moreover, 
that all gentlemen of this focltty ftiouid pay ih- ir Cf;rrmoi s at the 
fortnight's end, or elfe, upon complaint or prrfontmer.t at the ac- 
compts, to be put out of con. mons : and if the flew ard iiiHW permit 
any to continue longer in commons, it is to be at his own peiii, ami 
not at the charge of the houfe.. And liTiewife^ that all irftnuemtn < { 
this fociety, having prefent intercft in. ar.y c'h>rmbers, elihtr. eafed or 
other, within this houle, (houid be in comniCus at leaii eighta we<i*

rf a mtsuk fbffeitare toti<rs quoiics, according to former order; which 
fixlcitiiifc t!0 go to the benefit of the houfe, and not of the ftcward or 
aaj other. 

Aawi the next year after there was an order {a) made (14 Mail) that 
ao wine Svooid he allowed to any in the vacation at the charge of the 

In II Jac- (14 Junii) it was ordered («^. that whereas banguets and 
£ipuers were grown to an exccffive charge, in refi>eft of and for moots 
in CDC cerm and vacation times, that thencefbrih no fuppers, ban- 
qaccs. or cbax^ges ihould be made or fpent for or in rrfpc^ o^ *■/» 
QpOA |>aia thateveij man offending therein ihould forfeit five pounds. 
And m la Jac. f 260^.) that{0 thencefonh neither in term nor va- 
cation there Ihould be other beer taken in then after the rate of fix 
IhiUiM the harrel; and that in the vacation time no further allowance 
to be flowed for and towards commons, than fifgr three fhillings four 
pcnoc^ and only in the long vacation, and not elfe. 

The next year enfuinr (vie. 13 Jac 20 Maii) there was an order 
(7^ made, that whereas tbe grand weeks are times of extraordinary 
chafge,aDd therefore fit to be borne bv the generalnumber ofcommons, 
that thenceforth, upon the grand week, there Ihould be no half-com- 
mons or repaikrs admitted ; but every gentleman, as well thofe that 
lodge in the town as they that lye in the houfe, Ihall be cafl into whole 
commons; and yet neverthclefs the former orders of the houfe for 
cafting in at other times to ftand in force. 

And in 17 J[ac. (2S Apr.) it was ordered (^), that no gentlcanaa of 
this ibciety living out of commons fhoiild have any beer lent him into 
his chamber by the bii tiers ; nor no gentleman in commons have his 
meat fent him to his chamber, ^unlefs he was iick, or a reader. And 
for that the diiconti nuance of the third table was thought to be in- 
convenient to this focicty, it was ordered (Ji) 2$ Odt 18 Jac. that the 
iame ihould again be put in ufe, and reflored with the antient allow- 
ance. And a^ut that time (fcil. 30 Od. following) there was an 
order (/) made, that no ancients of this Ibciety ihould have any break- 
faft out of the hall ; as alfo that no gentleman fhould come within the 
buttery-bar but ancients ; and all other gentlemen under the degree 
of ancients to take their boyer or drinking without, according to the 
ancient orders of this houfe. Like wife, that no gentlemen have their 
piits to their chambers ; but every man to come into the hall, unlefs 
in the time of his ficknefs, and that to be made knbwn to the fieward. 
Moreover, that the gentlemen in the hall at dinner and fupper times 
ihould be meifed as they fit in order, and no parts to be ferved but at 
the en(i of a table; whereas then, fometimes four fitting together, 
every man would have a fingle patt, and that to be a middle part, 
contrary to the ancient orders of this houie : and that none be ferved

la 19 Jac (30 Jan.) there was an order {k) made« that tlir three 
grand weeks, Chriftm^s, Allballow, and Canmcmas week, fhoold be 
jcaft up at ten {hillings a week > and all the the other ^rand weeks, as 
Shrovetide week, the reading week, £aiier week, Whitliiii week, and 
^ JKIidfunamer week, to be all call up as term weeks; and that in all 
thefe forefaid weeks no half commons to be admitted, bat ail to be 
paft up whole cOfnmoners by the auditor, who is to take the accooapts 
for ai^v of thofe weekd. 

Anaiasi Jac. (6Mai4) it was ordered (/), that thenceforth the 
iconunons ihould ^o at feven ihillings fix pence in term, and fix 
(hillings in vacation: and that all thfc petty grand weeks, via. 
Whitiun week, Midfummer week, the readitig weeks, Shrovetide 
week, and £after, ihould go as term weeks. And ioraimuih as the 
fmiillnejs of the number that kept commons, in compariJbn of limes 
paft, was an occaiion that commons could net be kept at thoie rates. 
It was then further ordered (m), that every week, as well in vacation 
as iji term tinie, thofe gentlemen that lived in town and not in com* 
mons, ihould be caii.into half week's commons ; three parts of which 
caJlings in to be for the advantage of the ileward, and the fourth &r 
the houie ; and that all the fines, happening upon the default of any 
exercife of the hpufe, ihould ^o wholly to ihe Reward, excepting the 
fines of the pjoniioners, hapning for default of appearance at the 
.readings (whetheriincients or barriAers) to go wholly to the houie. 
And in regard the ileward b^d undertaken to keep commons at tjiat 
rate, win or lofe.at his owp peril^ it was farther ordeied, that one of 
thofe to be employed in the buttery ihould be his man, to fee to 'the 
taking in and delivering ou t of tne bread and beer, and of keeping 
the keys, Sc^ likewife one of themfo be imployed in^ the kitchen to 
be his man, ior feeing. to all things taken in and delivered out; and 
the keys to be brought iiptp his chamber ev^y pight ; and all fuper- 
fliious l^angers-on upon the buttry and kitchin to be avoided by the 
fteward ; but not to make any more officer^ without the confent of 
^hat table. 

In the fame year (^7 Jimli) it was alfo ordered («), that the gcntle- 
laen of this houfe, whether they had houfc- chambers or leafe-cham- 
bcrs, ihould be in commons eight weeks in the year, and thofe to be 
in the term time •, as alio their chanibers to be fcized for the ufeof the 
houie, according to the antient prders of this houfe : nevertheleis 
other orders of the houfe, for calling into commons at other times, to 
ftand in force notwithilanding. 
- And in 3 Car. I. (fi Febr.) it w^s farther ordered (•), that all thofe 
who werie of the houfe and in the town ihould be in commons, at the 
leait once a week every term, and pay penfions twice a year, upon 
penalty of their chanibers bein|; feiztd^ and thofe who have no 
chambers to be expelled the houie. Like wife, tha^ (p) thole under

Barrijlers. 

FO R the better fittinor of fuch as fnould tak^ upon %]kctn the dc» 
gree of utter- barrifter in this houfe, there was an order (j) made 
in 13 £liz. (21 Junii) that tl^encetbrlh none (hou)d be calUd to th« 
barr, or eligible for an utter- barrifter, before he had twice mooted in 
the hall, or as often in fomc inne of chancery ; as alio, who had ar- 
gued or fbould argue twice at the ikrcen in the library at times rooot;r 
able: and after this exercife by him pcrforined» and thereupon mad^ 
at the nest pcnfion, he fhould ihencetorih be eligible for uttcr-barrilV 
icr, and not before ; and his nan>e cntred into the regiftcr by the 
fleward.' And the next year foilowin«^(fcil. 6 Mail, 14 JlIie.) it wa$ 
ordered (r\ that all fuch fellows of this houfe as were called to tKc 
barr at the reading then lalt paft, and all others who themfelves were 
tc be called to the utter-barr, fhould keep three learned vacations 
next an 1 immediately following their faid calling, as well to fit the 
readings, as otherwiie to ferve the houfes of "idhancery during the 
reading?, upon penalty of 40s. for their 'default. As alfo (la Junii, 
i4'Eliz.) that (5) thofe of tnis houfe, who had before thattiq^e been 
called to the Iwrr, or fhould thereafter be called unto the utter-barr, 
and had done. Or after fhould do all fuch exercifes of leatming as are 
appointed for an utter-barriiler to do, (hoald bring certiftcatei thereof 
from them before whofn th^y were done and performed, and the fame 
deliver at the next pehfion to be holden in this fociety after the time 
limited for the doing of thofe exercifes. 

Moreover in 21 Elfz. (i Julii) it was ordered (/), that thencefortk 
there fhould at no eJedtiob of' utter-barriilers be above two chofen 
at one eledlioh. And in 22 Elfz. (15 Junii) that (u) none ibould 
come to'any barr at Weftmlnll'er to plead, rior fei his name to any 
parle, unKfs ht hacj been allowed an ujter- barrifter by the f][>*ce of 
five years 'oefore, and continued that time jn cxercile of learning, or 
read in an inne of chancery by the fpac^ of two years before at the 
h"«ft, upon like penalty. So aJld in 23 Eli? (9 i^'eo.) it was ordered 
(v), that none fhould ih-incpforih be prefciitcd or elected for an utter- 
oarjifter, except h^ h^d twice pcruirmfd his exercilcs in the houfes of 
charcery two orrar.d vacations. ' i jkewife, upon the 23 of Nov. follow- 
i'lg, thit (y) none thoud b< elii iblc, nor preferred IQ be an uttcr-bar- 
rilter b/ an^ reader eleClcd, but Inch as had before his nomination gone 
abroad to ruootes in two oiand vi^c'ations, and the fame to be certified 
nt ?h ^ ^rd ptnlion whcrcrn ihcy ihoiild he fo prefeu'ed.' And in 25 
El'- ( 7 Junii) It was taiintr^oidticd v^;ij), that no perfon ot this fo-

ticty ihould be prcfented or eligible to be an utur-barrifier except be 
bad mooted twice in icveral grand vacations, and twice at tbe Icaft in 
•every inne of chancery ; and that every oi them fo to be eligible, be 
eled^ed and cholen utter-harrilier in his a*id their ancientry, except 
there were juft occafion to the contrary. 

But in 30 Eliz (19 Junii) the eledion (a^ of utteybarrifters in this 
houfe was referied to the reader for the time being, fo as he call not 
above four, and fiich not to be under iix years continuance, and known 
to be well ^ife<5^ed in religion, and ufeis ot exerciies abroad at grand 
«TOOites two vacations at th^ leaft before their caH, and perform cx- 
ercifes iti the library anc whole year next before", who ne vert hcle/s 
were to be confirmed in prnfion, or othcrwiie not to ftand And in 
42 Eliz. (8 Junii) it w:»s ordered ^//), that every reader who thence- 
forth at his leading Ihoufdea 11 any te I'ke barr, fkould before caufe 
chem to give fecurit^ by bond* with fiuetcics to tbe Iteward, for the 
paying of their vacatmns ami tommoin?. 
^ And moreover in 4 Jac (21 Maii) that (c) all reader?, after that 
time, at their- readings fhou Id, before the calling of any gentleman 
to tb(fc barr, perufc the flewards rolls and the penfion rolls, whether 
the liiJl gentleman were there in arrearages or not. And if fuck gen- 
tlemtfi, fo inaebted to the penfioner and fteward, or any other, did 
^lot prcfenrly difcharge the faid commors, peiilio«s; cafti*ng into com- 
mons, fines, anaerciauients and all other duties whatfoever, that then 
the reader for the time being flioiiM not ^before the full difcharge of 
all the faid dutie5) call any gentleman whatfotver, fo ind«»bted, to the 
barr. And in 6 Jnc. (3 Junii) it was farther ordered •(«/), that'no 
reader iliquld thenceforth call a bore fonr titter- barrifters at his reading, 
upon the penalty of 40I. a-piece, 10 be paW to tbe ufe of the houie, 
and not t-o be admittt-d to the readers table till the faid 40I. were 
paid. jBut this number being foon afier thought too many, it was the 
next ycar-fx)Ho'^ing j^fcil. ra Maii, 7 Jac) ordered {e), that iiot-eadcr 
ibould afier that tinie call above two tuter-barriliers at his reading, 
and either of tKem to be of feven years landing in this houfe, upon 
pain of payment; ifor cyery one of them fo called above tbe number 
.ancl under tbat itanding4'l. a-piece, to the ufc of this houfe. And 
tbat the read»*r fball not be admitted to come to the readers table, not 
«o penfion aiterbis re?d«i»g ended befrrebe {ball p?y 40 !• for every 
barrilter above two and under ievcn y^ ars landing, lb called; and 
thofe fo called were by tbat ^wder ^onnunccd and declared to be no 
41 tter-'barri Iters, and to be ipfo i^<5^o oyi <.f the bonie. 

The liLe order (f) 24 Oc\. 18 Jac. viz. ihut no reader {bould call 
*bove two ban i iters at his re;adiB^, ami t'^cy to be ot feven yeais 
landing in commons at the It a It, a»d .n.orcover to have performed fix 
moots in the library, andjhat it' tbe rt.adcr Oiould ihcnceforib call 
any not fo qualified, there lliould be *>o confirmation of them at pen- 
sion to be iawiully called, and that tbiy ihouid not Yt ac<:o«mca or

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reputed barrifters. And It was then alfo ordered, that thofe bairifr 
ters who were not aiiigned to moot, fhould be presented by the butler 
to the readers at the high table in the hall, on Thurfd&y at dinner 
weekly, who being allowed by the readers, the butler fhould w^m 
them the fame day } and if any of them that were to be affigned, being; 
in the houfe and out of commons, fhould icfufe to perform the moot^ 

!iich perfons to be warned t;o be befoie the readers on Friday then next 
bllowing, at dinner ; and in cafe they fhould not appear, or then re* 
fufc to take it upon them, then every fuch refufer to forfeit 20s. for 
hu being out of commons, and 20 s. for his mqot-fayl: which for- 
feiture to be charged upon them by the auditors at the next accdmpt, 
and caft into commons. And that there mgy be no fail in the exercife, 
one or two Other then in conunons, as the cafe fhatU require, to be 
HfBgned. ' ^ 

And fb careful have this fociety been for the flrid obfervance of 
thefe former orders, that upon the 17th of Nov. 4 Car. I. they agaiii 
ordered (^), that no man fhould be called to the barf by p^fion, or 
jby anv reader, before he had been of feven years flanding, and had 
brought certificate of^their performance of exercife ; faving Only that 
the rtader might call his two furyeyors at five years fiandiiig. And 
iipon the 9th of Nov. the ' next year following, farther' ordered (A)', 
that no gentleman fhonld be called to the barr, unlefs he had been 
feven years ufually in commons in this fociety, or of two 'year^ conti- 
i^uance ufually in commons in aninne of chanef^ry, and five- years at 
leaft in ufual conmions in this houfe; as' alfo, that no geiitleman 
fhould be called to the bar, hut at' a general call by penfion*,'' which 
general call to be made at any penfion in the term. And that the firft 
general call to be made in the term of £afler come twelve moneth 
then next following, and from that time in every fixth term at anjr 
penfion asaforefaid, and not otherwife; and none to be called to the 
oarr, but fuch as have performed fix grand moots in the reading time, 
and fix mootjS in the libraty. 

Apfarei 

IN x6 Elia. (t6 Junli) there was an ordcr(/^ made at a penfion thcii 
held, that every man of this fociety fhould frame aiid reform him^ 
felf for the manner of his apparel, according (o the proclamation then 
laft fct forth, and within the time therein limited, elfe not 10 be ac* 
counted of this houfe. And that none of this fociety fhould wc^r 
any gown, doublet, hofe, or other outward garment of any light c^d^ 
lour, upon penalty of expuliion. And within ten day* fol^^wing; 
it was alfo ordered (k), that none fhobld wear any white doublet iii 
the houfe after Micnaelmafs terni enfuing. ' '....'■ 

In 27 Eliz. (15 Nov.) it was faither ordered (/)» ^1^*' whofoever, 
being a fellow of this/houfe, did thenctforth wear any hat in the hall

So alfo in 42 Eliz. (11 Febr.) tbat (w) no |entleinan of this ibciety 
do come iiito the hall, to any meal, with their hats,^ boots, or fpurs* 
but with their caps, decently and orderly according to the ancient 
orders of this houfe, upon pain for evtry ofiFence to forfeit js. 4d. and 
for the third offence e^^puUion. likewiie, that no gentleman of thi« 
fociety do go into the city or fuburbs, or to walk in the fields other- 
wife than in his gown, according to the ancient uiage of the gentlemen 
of the inns of court, upon penalty of 3s. 4d. for every offence ; and 
for the third, expullion and lois of his chamber. 

In 7 Jac. (27 JNov.) there was an order (n) made, that all the gen- 
tlemen of this lociety, except the mafter of the reqi^efls and the king's 
foliicitor, ihould thenceforth wear caps in the hail, both in term time 
and vacation, except in the twelve days at Chriftma/s, upon pc^naUy 
of 1 2d. for every default ; and the butlers to prefent iuch defai^lts : 
alfo that no gentleman of this fociety fhould thenceforth come into 
the hall in term time or vacation in boots, upon penalty of lad. for 
each de&ult ; and the butlers to preient fuch de&ults. And in 8 Jac. 
(24 OA.) that (0) if any gentleman of tliis fociety fiiould come into 
the common hall of this noufe, to breakfaft, dinner, or Tapper, or to 
hear any exercife of learning, being booted, that then he ihould be 
out of commons ipfo &6to, and not to come into commons again im^ 
til the^ had dont nicir conges. . 

Again in 2 Car. I. thcr« was* a farther order (p). made (14 Junii) 
that every gentleman of this fociety fhould conform himfelf io wear a 
' cap in the hail at dinner and fupper time, upon penalty of i2d. for 
every default, according to the antient oiders of this'hoofe. 

The Chapp^i. 

AT a penfioh held here 16 Mail, 31 Hen. VIII. confideration be- 
ing had of the kino's command, that all the images of Thomas 
Becket, fometime archbiihop of Canterbury, in any windows, either 
<bf churches or chappel, fhould be obliterated, it was ordered (y), 
that Kd ward Hall, then one of the readers of this houfe, fhould take 
out a certain window in the chappel of this houfe, wherein the pic- 
ture of the faid archbiihop was gloiioully painted, and place another 
fnftead thereof, iii memory of our Lord praying in the Mount. 

That in the chappel of Portpole there was a chantry of one chap- 
lain, founded ih 8 Edw. II. to celebrate divine fervice daily for the 
ibul df John the fob of Reginald de Grey, and that certain lands Vrere 
then granted to the prior and convent oi St. Bartholomew's in Smith-

In 29 Slit. (6 Febr.) there was a charitable order made (i») for the 
better relief of the poor of Grey's-Inne-lane ; viz. that the third bu^ 
Icr ihould be at the carrying forth from the buttrjr, and alfo at the dis- 
tribution of the almes thrice by the week at Greye$-Inn-gate, to {et 
that due coniideration be had to the poorer fort of agfd and impotent 
peribns, according as in former times ne had ufed to do. And where- 
as the pannjer-man and undcr-cook did challenge to have acorrodyof 
the broken bread, it was likewifc ordered, that for thofe daycs that 
the faid alms was given they fhould have each of them a caft of bread *, 
fcil. three loavts a-piece, in lieu thereof; to the end the whole broken 
bread and the almes-baiket might go to the relief of the poor. 

And in 41 Eliz. (20 Junii) it was ordered (p), that thenceforth no 
officers of this houfe Ihould keep or enjoy his office any longer than 
they ihould keep themfelves fole and unroanied, excepting^ the ftew- 
ard» the chief butler, and the chief cook. '

with the eleaion of him as aforefaid, and to treat with him about 
fuch things as the nuiiers of the bench expeft perfi>rmance firom him 
of, incalehe accepts of the place, to wit, to preach everv lord's- 
day in term time, and next before and after every term, and in read- 
ing time, and once everv Lord's-day in vacation, and as other ooca- 
iions ihall require ; and to adminiiler the fiicrament of the Ix>rd's 
fupper, together with the chaplain of this houie, everv term and va< 
cation ; and alio to refide conftantly in the fociety, ancrnot to abfetit 
himfelf thence without leave firfl therefore obtained frOm the mafters 
of the bench in council, or the q natuor in the hall.
